WEEKLY REVIEW. 


There has been no material change in the 
commercial situation, and no new features 
have made themselyes manifest. The general 
improvement recorded last week still continues, 
but rather slowly. The increased demand for 
goods thus far has been almost wholly from 

ealers to replenish stocks, which they had al- 
lowed to become very much depleted during 
the long period of depression and declining 
markets. It is the improvement in financial 
circles and the large crops reported throughout 
the country that have restored confidence in a 
measure, and led to the stocking up in antici- 
pation of a good fall trade. 

The money market has not changed, the rate 
on “Call” to Stock Exchange borrowers being 
1@1% per cent on good collateral. The mar- 
ket isatrifle firmer, however, on account of 
the continued firmness of the interior markets, 
and is rather in favor of lenders. There 
is a good demand for commercial paper, 
and there has _ been an increase in 
the offerings. The market is steady, 
however, and the rates remain unchanged. 
We quote 60 to days indorsed Bills 
receivable at 3@344; four months’ accept- 
ances at 4@444, and good single names, 
four to six monihs to run, 444@6. The follow- 
ing are the rates of exchange on New York:

THE LARD TRADE. 


The official statistics of exports of 
hog products from the United States 
during the first nine months of the 
packing year are deserving of notice. 
The gain amounts to over twenty per 
cent., which includes an increase of 
49,000,000 pounds of lard. Judging by 
the movement the past month it is 
more than probable that the gain for 
the entire packing year will be at least 
twenty-five per cent. The stocks of 
lard held in Europe on September 1 
were 82,300 tierces, against 73,500 same 
date last year. The amount afloat for 
Europe is placed at 31,000 tierces, 
against 24,000 for last year. Liverpool 
generally holds the largest supplies, 
but it has 16,000 tierces less than this 
time last year. Antwerp, the Baltic 
ports and Hamburg are the next 
largest holders. The surplus stocks 
are divided principally among the last 
three named. 

New York had the largest amouut of 
lard on hand on September 1 of any 
corresponding date since 1881. The 
following table exhibits the stock of 
Lard on hand in New York on the first 
of each month for the past six years.

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RESULT OF THE LEAD CORRDERS’ 
MEETING. 


While the corroders of lead at their 
meeting at Saratoga, last week, did not 
make the anticipated change in prices, 
the meeting was not without important 
results. Forsome weeks past there has 
been a feeling prevalent in the trade 
that the failure to advance prices in 
conformity with the steady rise in pig 
lead, has been due to a lack of com- 
plete harmony between the corroders 
of the East and the West. It has been 
reported that while prices were by no 
means satisfactory to corroders any- 
where, those at the West who had less 
freight to pay on pig metal could real- 
ize a small profit on all their Western 
trade, even when the Eastern corroders 
were making a loss, and that, there- 
fore, the former were opposing any ad- 
vance. On the other hand, rumors 
have charged the Eastern corroders 
with keeping down the price, and 
have attributed their motive to the 
fact that they deemed it unwise to ad- 
vance prices at a time when it was sup- 
posed Western corroders had large 
numbers of outstanding contracts run- 
ning more or less indefinitely, and, in 
some cases, said to be below even pres- 
ent prices, The meeting of the corroders 
developed the fact that these rumors 
were erroneous. The opposition to an 
advance did not come from any section 
but from a number of individual cor- 
roders and was based upon several 
good reasons. It is probably true that 
the prevailing belief that there are a 
good many contracts out, had some- 
thing to do with this, but there was no 
idea, so far as we can learn, that these 
contracts are confined to sections. A 
full report in the convention showed 
that the number of contracts out and 
the quantities called for, were much 
smaller even than had been supposed, 
and that but one or two extended past 
January first. But so long as even a 
moderate quantity was contracted for, 
it was deemed unadvisable to advance 
the price, as it would leave the trade 
in a position of inequality. The ques- 
tion of a change in price was, there- 
fore, deferred for consideration until 
the adjourned meeting of the associa- 
ticn at Philadelphia on the 11th of No- 
vember. Meantime it was agreed to 
make no further contracts of any sort, 
and to only sell lead for prompt pay- 
ment and delivery. This will lead to 
the gradual wiping out of the system 
of open contracts which, even though 
it has prevailed to a limited extent 
only, has been one of the stumbling- 
blocks in the way of the complete suc- 
cess of an association. The last two 
meetings of the corroders have done 
much to remove any suspicions they 
have entertained of complete fair-deal- 
ing on the part of one another, and 
with this increased confidence the ex- 
aggerated reports of contracts and 
other evasions of the spirit of the as- 
sociation, will be less of a bugbear than 
they formerly have been. Much of the 
alleged bad-faith of the corroders has 
existed only in the minds of dealers, 
and has been conceived and circulated 
by them for the purpose of pitting one 
corroder against another,and so break- 
ing down prices. Closer association 
between corroders will certainly cor- 
rect this trouble by increasing confi- 
dence and rendering them less suscep- 
tible to the influence of the reports of 
irregularities, which dealers circulate 
for their own advantage, 

It is probable that before the Novem- 
ber meeting the split that has occurred 
between the smelters and the chief 
speculators in pig lead, will result in 
bringing down the price of the metal 
somewhat, though it does not seem 
likely to get down to the level of white 
lead for some time to come, and an ad- 
vance in the latter is likely to occur at 
that time. It would appear that the 
smnelters are quite as tired as the cor- 
roders are of the speculative manipu-

In our issue of last week we pub- 
lished an interview in which Messrs:

Pipe Line, were accused of discrimina- 
tion and oppression. We then took 
occasion to express the hope that there 
was some mistake about the allega- 
tions which the Emancipators of But- 
ler County would be able to satisfac- 
torily explain,and thus to replace their 
halos of true zoodness which these 
charges had knocked off. But this 
was not to be. Our news columns this 
week are forced to record the fact that 
Messrs. Holdship & Irwin—or rather 
that Mr. Henry Holdship, has added 
tergiversation to discrimination; and 
in trying to break the force of the 
charges has resorted to bungling and 


his Country, between whom and the 
head centre of the Pittsburg Pipe Line 
we have heretofore sought to establish 
a parallel! We still cling to the hope 
that Mr. Holdship is the wicked part- 
ner, and that Mr. Irwin inwardly sor- 
rows over his associate’s habits of pre— 
varication; but as the acts of a partner 
are binding upon the firm, Messrs. 
Holdship & Irwin, alias the Pittsburg 
Pipe Line, seem at the moment to 
stand convicted of imitating one of 
the Standard’s most celebrated vices, 
and then trying to lie out of it. 

If any further proof be wanted that 
this institution is not what it pretends 
to be, such proof is furnished by its 
treatment of independent refiners. 
Within a few days past two of the most 
prominent Western independents have 
stated to the editor of the REPORTER 
that they have endeavored to buy oil 
of the Pittsburg pipe line, and have 

offered the highest price for it, but have 
not been able to get asingle barrel. 
These men are large refiners, located in 
different cities, and of a known charac- 
ter, which precludes suspicion that they 
have any affiliation with the Standard 
and yet they can get no supplies from 
the Pittsburg pipe line. Of course not, 
The little oil the latter can obtain is all 
wanted to fatten up the Pittsburg 
calves sufficiently to render them at- 
tractive to the Standard shambles. 
The facts in this case are plain enough 
to any intelligent person the moment 
they are pointed out. Some two weeks 
since an old oil producer whose name 
is known from Allegany to Pittsburg, 
called at this office, to deprecate the 
attitude of the Orn, PAINT AND DruG@ 
REPORTER toward the new ‘‘Indepen- 
dent” pipe line. He admitted that he 
he had never heard of it until he read 
the comments upon it in these col- 
umns, but said that as it claimed 
to be free from Standard control and 
the friend ot the producer it ought to 
have our support. To this gentleman, 
besides giving him some account of the 
antecedents of the promoters of the 
enterprise, we explained our reasons 
for believing that the Pittsburg pipe 
line will remain ‘‘free from Standard 
control” for a period which Messrs, 
Holdship & Irwin will endeavor to 
make just as short as possible. After 
hearing these reasons our would-be 
censor had no further criticisms to 
offer upon the pcsition of this journal, 
but departed a wiserif not a sadder 
man, 

It is to be hoped that the true policy 
of the producers interested in this 
matter will be generally recognized. 
Such of them as wish to keep clear of

the Standard must beware of getting 
into the power of the Pittsburg pipe 
line, and such of them as desire to 
treat with the Standard had much 
better do so direct than through the 
interested agency of Messrs. Huldship

OPENING OF THE COTTONSEED 
OIL SEASON. 

Considerable speculation has been 
indulged in lately as to prices for the 
new crop of cottonseed, and various 
predictions placed the average value 
somewhat below that of the past sea~ 
son on account of the unusually large 
yield. The surprising announcement 
was made a few days since that the 
owners of anew mill had bid twelve 
doilars per ton for seed in South Caro- 
lina and the report was subsequently 
confirmed by the distribution of 
printed circulars among planters. The 
latter did not expect to realize sucha 
price at the beginning, and the liberal 
offer has tended to elevate their ideas. 
Its influence is spreading all over the 
south and planters are inclined to ex- 
hibit a very dictatorial spirit. The 
parties who were ambitious to take the 
lead and acted contrary to the wishes 
and anticipations of the trade, are said 
to be inexperienced and rather ‘‘fresh” 
as some crushers have expressed it. 
They justify their action, however, by 
claiming that their new process of ex- 
tracting oil from seeds yields them a 
much larger amount of oil than by the 
old methods in use and that they can 
afford to pay a higher price for seed 
than other crushers. This explanation 
will not benefit the general market for 
seed. Planters are not disposed to dis- 
criminate in favor of certain crushers 
because they are unable to compete 
with other mills. ‘First come, first 
served,” is their policy, but they are 
not likely to have many buyers to serve 
for the present at twelve dollars per 
ton. There is no anxiety to purchase 
outside of theinstance cited. Some of 
the interior mills have obtained seed 
at a comparatively low figure and they 
have been offering new crude on this 
market for September delivery, at 
thirty-three cents for strictly prime 
quality. The last export movement 
of refined oil from New Orleans was at 
thiity-three and a half cents; to real- 
ize avy profit at this figure, seed should 
be bought at ten dollars per ton, it is 
claimed. Crushers seem to be satisfied 
that they can get along without a seed 
pool, but they may find out their mis- 
take 'béfore the crush is over. Inde- 
pendent action and sharp competition 
will be more important factors the 
coming season, but the extra large crop 
of seed ought to prevent an exorbitant 
basis of values. 

We understand that large export 
orders for oil are waiting an established 
market for new crop oil. Bids of 
thirty-three cents have been made for 
remaiuing supplies of old oil at the 
South, but holders are realizing better 
figures irom the home trade and decline 
to entertain the bids. The prediction 
that the season would open at thirty 
cents for refined oil at the mills is not 
holding out, as shippers have signified 
their intention of taking the whole 
production of October at that figure. 
All these indications point to a con- 
tinuation of the large, movement 
abroad, which was really the salvation 
of the market during the season just 
closed. During the seven months 
ending August 1 the exports reached 
4,463,962 gallons, valued at $1,828,771, 
against 2,219,562 gallons, valued at 
$978,926 for the corresponding 
period of 1884. There was a 
perceptible falling off in the 
foreign demand during July, when 
only 182,288 gallons, valued at 
$74,950 were exported in comparison 
with 266,016 gallons valued at $121,834, 
for the same month last year. June 
more than made up for the deficit by 
showing 541,390 gallons against 87,452 
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gallons for June 1884. Exports for 
twelve months ending July 1 aggregate 


6,364,279 gallons, while the previous ; 


year only recorded 8,605,946 gallons, or 
an increase of 2,758,288 gallons for the 
first named period at a difference in 
value of $1,043,721. It will require an 
extra large outlet the coming season to 
prevent an accumulation of supplies 
from the increased production which 
would otherwise have an important 
bearing on the market. Dealers ex- 
pect a scarcity of refined oil before the 
new crop is marketed, and in this 
event values may enhance materially; 
but there is a hesitancy to operate on 
the eve of the new season, and the 
postponement of wants makes the sit- 
uation dull at present writing.

ALBUMEN IN A BETTER POSITION. 


Albumen has been a neglected arti- 
cle for twoor three years. Before its 
declining popularity on account of 
colors requiring it not being used, 
egg albumen commanded one dol- 
lar and one dollar and twenty 
cents per pound while prime blood 
albumen sold at sixty cents per pound. 
The decreased consumption which rap- 
idly followed caused considerable loss 
to importers, dealers and dyers, who 
had li-eral stocks on hand. Egg albu- 
men cannot be stored longer than a 
year, as it loses its strength after that 
time. Manufacturers of egg yolk were 
obliged to continue the production of 
albumen so long as they made the for- 
mer, and supplies being largely in ex- 
cess of the demand, the market de- 
clined to the present low figure of 
thirty-five cents, which is said to be 
under the cost of manufacture. The 
situation has latterly changed around 
but leaves the manufacturers in about 
the same position as before, from the 
fact that the demand for egg yolk has 
decreased in about the same propor- 
tion as albumen, while the latter shows 
unmistakable signs of improvement in 
that respect. As stated in these col- 
umns last week there is a pronounced 
change in the movement of albumen, 
and the present firmness in the market 
is expected to be followed by higher 
prices in the event of increased con- 
sumption. The altered position of 
albumen is owing to a renewal of the 
styles which requires a large quantity 
of this article. The same may be said 
of bloodalbumen. None of the print- 
ers or dealers have any supplies worth 
mentioning, as the use was so limited 
that manufacturers ceased making 
itina large measure. The fresh de- 
mand will stimulate production how- 
ever. The market only commenced to 
experience a change for the better last 
week. It is in a sensitive condition 
and may advance at any time. Prices 


are the same as last quoted.

THE SUMAU MARKET. 


The firmness among holders of sumac 
is not so decided as at the commence- 
ment of the better feeling several 
weeks ago, although reports from 
abroad are still of a bullish nature. 
The new Sicily crop is reported fine in 
quality but twenty five per cent below 
the average yield. Past experience 
has led many persons in the trade to 
accept the reports of short crops 
abroad of all articles with considera. 
ble allowance, until the facts have 
been determined beyond the doubting 
point. This undecided feeling has 
operated against any important ad- 
vance in the sumac market, and pres- 
ent indications are not favoring a 
better appreciation of values. Stocks 
are ample and the movement only 
moderately active. While the demand 
shows an improvement Over the pre- 
vious business of the past few months, 
it is not sufficient to cause a change in 
the views of holders. 

More Sicily sumac was brought to 
this country during the seven months 
of this year, ending August 1 than for 
the same time oflast year. The im- 


portation for the first named period 
were 8,437,364 pounds, and for the lat- 
ter 8,128,922 pounds. The valen of 
this year’s sumac is placed at $256,879 
and that of 1884, $297,751. These fig- 
ures show that 308,442 pounds more 
were imported during the first seveu 
months of this year than the same 
period in 1884, while the value of the 
total shipments to the United States 
were $40,872 less this year than last. 
This statement partly illustrates the 
shrinkage in values within a year, The 
receipts for July were largely in excess 
of the corresponding month last year, 
the figures being 2,295,115 pounds of 
Sicily sumac against 968,806 pounds. 

Domestic sumac has fluctuated in 
price somewhat within the past three 
months. An effort has been made to 
sustain the market at fifty dollars per 
ton for prime on sput, but sales were 
made at from three to eight dollars 
per ton under that figure. A stronger 
feeling has prevailed recently having 
for its basis the usual shortage in the 
Virginia crop, but there is no disposi- 
tion to operate largely which indicates 
a lack of confidence in a higher range of 
values. The market is expected to 
remain about steady. 
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FORCING SMALL DISTILLERS TO 
THE WALL. 

The independent action of the man- 
ufacturers of alcohol and spirits has 
sharpened competition to a very inter- 
esting point, and leaves the question 
very dubious as to the fate of all small 
distillers, should the warfare continue. 
The larger concerns are not anxious to 
enter a pool just yet; they want to 
regulate productiou by weeding out 
certain distilleries aud they think it a 
better policy to lose money on their 
product for a while to accomplish their 
object. The manufacturers not being 
restricted to twenty-five per cent of 
their capacity, the output is much 
larger than the demand, and as busi- 
ness is now conducted, it cannot be 
profitable to any distiller. The present 
cut in prices will likely be continued 
by the larger concerns until others are 
driven from the trade or compelled to 
sign the iron clad agreement under the 
strict laws of Illinois, binding them- 
selves to obligations that could not be 
lightly set aside. The western export 
pool was a failure because members 
did not consider it obligatory to keep 
within the required amount of produc- 
tion, and as there were no means by 
which the terns of the agreement 
could be enforced, a general cutting of 
prices ensued. Every manufacturer 
admits that he made money under the 
pool arrangement, but a larger income 
is desired; and by lessening the num- 
ber of distilleries or making them more 
secure is the plan closely observed, 


with cheaper spirits as the result. 
——— 


APPREHENDING EMBEZZLERS. 


The frequent reports of business 
firms being defrauded by their agents 
or employes, would indicate that the 
different trades are harvesting another 
crop of embezzlers. These periodical 
outbreaks of misplaced confidence are 
the direct result of the apathy and 
indifference manifested by the parties 
wronged. Instead of following up the 
culprit and having him brought to 
justice, he is allowed to depart to enjoy 
his ill-gotten gains and prey on other 
credulous people. The success of the 
first lesson in crime stimulates a desire 
for arepetition, and we frequently hear 
of the same name connected with 
several dark deeds in different places. 
The excuse is offered that it entails too 
much expense and trouble to prosecute 
defaulters. A costly experience with 
a sharper is taken as one of the risks 
of business and is soon forgotten. 
Very often a pilferer is permitted to 
escape through maudlin sympathy for 
his shortcomings, or on account of his 
good connections, and in some in- 
stances, employers are imnocently 


drawn into the meshes of the law by 
their anxiety for a settlement, the 
nature of which makes them guilty of 
compounding a felony. 

Our point could not be better illus 
trated than by the case of Liebman & 
Butler, mentioned on another page. 
Their Boston agent took advantage of 
his position and graduated as a con- 
fidence operator. The firm wanted to 
make an example of the fellow and 
pursued him into Canada, where he 
was apprehended and brought back to 
answer charges of forgery and em- 
bezzlement. ‘I'here is no hope of get- 
ting any of the stolen funds returned, 
but the energetic prosecutors have the 
satisfaction of seeing him placed out 
of harm’s way for a while. The ex- 
pense attached to a case of this char- 
acter is trifling, compared to the benefit 
derived. It is only necessary toinform 
the municipal authorities and they 
will do the searching free of expense. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE. 


As there has been a desire to get 
information on the actual amount of 
business transacted with foreign coun- 
tries during the several months of this 
year, in order to compare the same 
with the exhibit for the corresponding 
period last year and ascertain by the 
comparison whether business shows 
any improvement, the figures given 
below, as taken from the report of the 
Bureau of Statistics, will therefore 
prove of interest at this time. The 
imports at New York during August 
exceed those of same month last year, 
by one and u half millions, but they 
fall behind the receipts of August 1882 
by nearly ten million dollars. 

The exports of merchandise from 
New York during last August shows a 
decline of two millions below the ship- 
ments of August 1884 and nearly seven 
millions below the corresponding 
period of 1883. July also made an 
unfavorable showing, as the excess of 
imports over exports at all the ports 
of the United States was $2,165,425. 
However, the balance in favor of the 
United States was over sixty-two mil- 
lions on August 1, and although the 
returns of August may reduce the bal- 
ance slightly, the fall months are ex- 
pected to at least maintain the aver- 
age if pot increase the amount. Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the imports 
and exports of the United States for 
the seven months ending July 31, as 
compared with the corresponding pe- 


riod of 1884,

The drug store of E. F. Dutton at Barton,Vt, 
was destroyed by fire last week, Loss $9,000, 
insurance $5 500. 

There were 133 failures in the United States 
during the past week, as compared with 169 the 
preceding week. 


The excessive use of a patent medicine called 
“a consumptive cure” killed a resident of ,Cam- 
den, N. J., last week. 


Mr Frank Tiemann, of the firm of D. F. 
Tiemann & Co.. of this city is rusticating in the 
country for a few days. 


The Clayton Air Compressor Works have re- 
moved their office from Brooklyn, N. Y., to 43 
Dey street, New York. 


The large sugar works of the American Glu- 
cose Company at Peoria, lll., was burned to the 
ground on Sunday. The loss is $250,000. 


Five different firms are making an effort to 
lease the Bradford Glass Works, and it is ex- 
pected that a start will be made this fall. 


The estavlishment of Ball Bros., manufactur- 
ers of glass oil cans and specialties at Buffalo, 
N. Y., was destroyed by fire last week, entail- 
log a loss of $10,000, 

The large works of the Milwaukee Cement 
Company, within five miles of Milwaukee,were 
destroyed by fire last week, entuiling a loss of 
$18,000; insurance $13,400. 

Twelve giass tableware factories in Pittsburg. 
which have been closed since last June for the 
usual summer vacation resumed operations 
yesterday, giving employment to 2000 men. 


The American Aniline and Chemical Company 
of Titusville, secured the contract for roofing 
the new opera house at Oil City with their new 
roofing material manufactured at their works. 


Mr. Jo. W. Allison, president of the Cotton- 
seed Oil Association and of the Jackson, Tenn. 
Oil Mills, Is also president of “The Jackson 
Woolen Manufacturing Co.,”’ of the same place. 


The glass works at Brilliant, near Steuben- 
ville, Ohio recently purchased at sheriff's saie 
by the Central Glass Company of Wheeling, 
lighted its fires and resumed work in all depart- 
ments last Monday. 


The phosphate pool at Charleston, 8S. C.,.which 
for the last three years had fixed the price of 
land rock at $650 per ton, has dissolved, and 
gales are made below the pool figures. The 
pool covered only land miners. 


W. H. McCormick's distillery at Bardstown, 
Ill., was burned last week with most uf the 
stock. The origin of the fire is not known. 
The distillery has been idle for sometime. The 
loss is $10,000, insurance $18,000. 

Mr. D. W. Greenhough, manufacturer of 
chemicals in London, Eog., who has been in 
this city for about a month, sailed last Satur- 
day for home on the Gallia.

It is understood that in the new article of in- 
corporation of the Standard Window Glass 
Worka, at Woodbury, there isan agreement to 
the effect that if the blowers desire it they can 
run the factory on the co-operative plan for 
ten years. 

The Pharmaceutical Association while in ses- 
sion at Pittsburg last week, passed a vote of 
thanks to tbe Pennsylvania Salt-works author- 
ities and also to the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co., 
for courtesies extended on tha occasion of the 
visit to the works. 


Acable from London says that the White 
Company, dealing in patent medicines, offers 
for sale1™0 new shares of $100 each, and an- 
nounces that this increase of capits! is made 
necessary by the absorption by the company of 
the business of a New York firm. 

The phosphate mining industry in South 
Carolina gives a better return than gold mines. 
During the last seventeen years the shipments 
of phosphate rock and fertilizers made from it 
have aggregated $50,000,000. Half of this sum 
has been earned in the last four years. 


William J, Underwood, one of the pioneer 
forwarding agents of the city, died at bis home, 
41 Gouverneur street, last week. He was born 
on September 22, 1824, in Lispenard street. He 
began business at Nos. 22 and 24 Old Slipin 
1842, where he has remained ever since.

The new brick buildings of the Globe Aniline 
and American Ultramarine Works of Messrs. 
Heller & Merz, at Newark, N. J,, which were 
erected to take the place of those destroyed by 
fire, are now occupied bythe firm and make 
one of the most complete factories of the kind 
in this country. 

A committee from the Prescription Bottle 
Blowers’ Association visited the various drug 
stores in Pittsburg last week, for the purpose 
of finding out all who are using the bottles 
made by firms employing non-union men Aill 
druggists who are buying their bottles from 
these firms will be boycotted. 


Among those who were in the city for a few 
days on their return from the Saratoga meet- 
ing of white lead corroders, were W. H. Pul- 
sifer, F. W. Rockwell, of St. Louis, John 8, 
Davis, B. S. Fahnestock, 8. Beymer, C. F. Wells, 
of Pittsburg, H. McBirney, of Chicago, J. H. 
Morley, uf Cleveland, and L. Leonard, of Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

The Mississippi Glass Works, in St, Louis, 
which have been shut down for the past seven 
weeks, have started fires preparatory to begin- 
ning work next Saturday During the last 
month the bottle department of these works 
has been changed so as to make the entire es- 
tablishment a plate-glass factory. The works 
will probably employ 50 operatives. 

The September cotton report Of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows the prevalence of 
hot and dry weather during August, except in 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Fiorida. Shedding 
of bolls and decrease of vitality have resulted 
generally, Drought has been serious in Texas 
and Arkansas and quite general in western 
Tennessee, Southern Alabama, Georgia and the 
Carolinas. 

Messrs. Eldridge & Thompson, manufactu- 
rers of minerals at 352 to 354 Front street this 
city,are sharing largely in the general im- 
provement of business. Their specialties of 
marble dust, soap stone, plumbago, ground 
glass, fluor spar, black lead, mineral white, etc., 
are gaining ia popularity, as the enlarged busi- 
ness would indicate. 

The flint glass workers of the seven idle fac- 
tories opposite Wheeling met in convention in 
Bellaire last week and accepted the terms of 
the ¢dompromise previously drawn up by a 
committee of manufacturers and workingmen 
with the exception of one slight amendment, in 
which the manufacturers will concur. This 
virtually ends the strike, which bas lasted for 
nine months, and will put about 1200 men to 
work, 


Twelve firms of distillers of Cincinnati sent 
out a circular last week announcing that tuey 
will hereafter make a basing price instead of 
selling their goods upon a highwine basis. 
They give as their reason for the change that 
highwines have almost entirely disappeared 
from this market. For the present their basing 
price will be $1.06. They promise that their 
price will be telegraphed daily with the regular 
market report. 


The constitutionality of the law passed at the 
last session of the Pennsylvania Legislature re- 
garding the manufacture and sale of oleomar- 
garine, butterine, or any other form of bogus 
butter, came up in the Dauphin Couoty Court 
last week on a test case, the defendant being 
W. L. Powell,a wholesale grocer of this city. 
A pro forma verdict was rendered against the 
defendant and argument begun on the question 
of law. 


The Collier White Lead and Oil Company, of 
St. Louis, are running their sheet lead rolls and 
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their pipe department, the latter being favored 
with an increase of orders, Their large shot 
tower is being crowded to its full capacity to 
meet orders, the season for shot buying having 
already opened up actively. The other two 
shot-making concerns are also working to 
capacity limits. 

The materixls for cheap and ready fertilizing 
are abundant throughout the South. There are 
many beds of marl, calcoreous and gypseous, 
marsh and pond muck, lignitic clays and other 
substances suitable for composting; there are 
the phosphate deposits of South Carolina, and 
above all there is cottonseed and ite product, 
cottonseed meal, which have no rivals as fer- 
tilizers.—New Orleans Times- Democrat. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue re- 
Ports that the quantity of distilled spirits gone 
into consumption in the United States during 
the fiscal year ended June 3, 1885, is 69,156,902 
gallons and the quantity of malt liquors on 
which tax was paid during the same period is 
19,195,953 barrels. The quantity of wine con- 
sumed in this country during the year 1884 is 
estimated at 30,508,345 gallons by the Bureau of 
Statistics. 


The business community in the city of Mex- 
ico received notice last week of a comprehen- 
sive change in the freight tariff of the Vera 
Cruz Railway. The usual rate on freight from 
Vera Cruz to that city has been $54 82 per ton, 
By the new schedule the rate ona great num- 
ber of articles largely imported from the United 
States has been fixed at $40aton. The change 
has been made avowedly for the purpose of 
successfully competing with the American 
railways. 


The oil warehouse and factory of Swan & 
Finch, at No. 115 Maiden Lane this city, was 
destroyed by fire on Saturday morning. Three 
men were badly injured. The loss is estimated 
at $20, 00 on stock and $10,000 on building, with 
an insurance of $15,000 on stock. Their tem- 
porary office is now located at the corner of 
Maiden Lanc and Front street. As they have 
two other extensive oil factories in this city, 
customers will be supplied without delay. 


Representative Mills has been engaged dur- 
ing the entire summer in the preparation cof a 
tariff bill, which he proposes introducing soon 
after the convening of congress. It is stated 
that the measure will provide for the reduction 
of the revenue tosuch a sum as is necessary to 
cover the Government expenses. It is proposed 
that this revenue shall be derived in the main 
from that class of taxable articles known as 
luxuries, and that the taxation on the neces- 
saries of life shall be reduced to the lowest pos- 
sible sum. 


Medical Inspector Taylor has reported to the 
Philadelphia Health Board that the discharge 
of fumes of fat from the premises on Pennsy!- 
vania Avenue, below Sixteenth street, occupied 
by the Butchers’ Tallow Rendering Associa- 
tion, was a nuisance. About 30,(00 pounds of 
tallow are received weekly at the establishment, 
a portion of which is sold, without rendering, 
to the oleomargarine manufacturers. The in- 
spector suggested the renderiug of the fat in 
steam tight tanks, and the matter was referred 
to the Sanitary Committee. 


An interesting dye case was settled in Glas- 
gow last month. Messrs. Morton & Co., musiin 
manufacturers, sued Mr. Peter Reid, Hayfleid 
Dye Works, Glasgow, for alleged faulty dyeing 
of some silk yarn.which when woven into vioth 
afterwards was found to be greatly deteriorat- 
ed in fibre. The dyeing order to Mr. Reid was 
to produce a fast color, and this was done ac- 
cordingly; the defense put forward being that 
it is impossible to dye fast without destroying 
or damaging the fabric. The Court held the 
dyer blameless and dismissed the action. 


The Baeder Glue Co., of Cincinnati, are head 
and front among the largest manufacturers of 
glue in America. Their Royal Ground Glue is 
well and favorably known by all large con- 
sumers. They have recently made extensive 
improvements at their Cincinnati factory on 
Spring Grove avenue, where they will manu- 
facture large amounts of glue especially suita- 
ble for oil refiners. These improvements in- 
erease their capacity at that factory some 
eight thousand barrels. We call attention to 
their unique advertisement in this number of 
the REPORTER. 

Abuses of the invoice system are being made 
the subject of inquiry by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Itis charged that by evasions of 
the tariff laws permitted by consular officers 
home manufacturers and importers have seri- 
ously suffered; that upon investigation it will 
be found that in the great majority of cuscs 
the invoices are not produced to the consular 
officers at or before the shipment of the mer- 
chandwe, but after the merc!.andise is actually 
on its way. In such cases, it is asked, what 
opportunity bas the consular officer to ascer- 
tain whether the statements contained in the 
invoice are true? 

No settlement has yet been effected in the 
large seizure made by the customs autborities 
of patent medicines imported into Canada by 
J. O. Ayer & Co., of Lowell, Mass. The authori- 
ties declare that the revenue bas been defrauded 
to the extent of $154,000 ia three years’ trans- 
actions alone, and in the meantime the goods 
seized, amounting to $108,000 in value, are etal 
heid pending the decision of the Miuister of 
Customs. The firm has offered $26,W0 in set- 
tlement of the government’s claim. This has 
been refused, the government intending to 
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possible to live. There is no business where 
the detail is so great and the character of the 
business so varied, with a stock so liable to de- 
preciation that yields smaller re‘ults for the 
capital employed, even when carried on as an 
auxillary to the jobbing drug trade. Veteran, 


élaim the full amount of which it asserts it has 
been defrauded. 


In regard to the turpentine farms of Georgia, 
the Savannah News says: “Reports from the 
surrounding countries say that the low lands 
along the rivers are all flooded. The rains have 
done considerable damage in the naval stores 
territory. The hands in the turpentine coun- 
ties below Waycross are reported to have been 
working waist-deep in water. In fact, the 
boxes bave been literally covered with water 
in some portions of the woods in that section. 
There is no doubt that it has affected the trade 
considerably, as the receipts have fallen off 
very perceptibly, the manufacturers being un- 
able to get their stuff to the railroads owing to 
the swollen streams and the bad condition of 
the roads. It is now thought that the receipts 
of naval stores for several weeks hence will not 
be any thing like what they should be. 


The first trouble under the Bonded Extension 
bill passed by the last Congress for the relief of 
distillers has arisen in the seizure of the thous- 
and barrels of whiskey belonging to John B. 
Thompson, of Harrodsburg, Ky. He had it 
bonded for export until September 7, but did 
not ship it until the 8th, on which day he sent a 
new bond to the collector of the eighth dis- 
trict, who refused to receive it and ordered the 
shipment to be seized, which was done in this 
city. The whiskey was already on the Chesa- 
peake and Obio Railroad billed for New York 
for shipment to Australia, and the railway 
officers despite the seizure sent it on to Ash- 
land, Ky., where it is now held until it can be- 
determined whether the owner must only pay 
the export tax, $10 on the lot, or the internal 
revenue tax, amounting to about $36,000. The 
degision will be looked to with great interest by 
all distillers.

His education, habits and tastes 
are not of a character to make a business man, 
and his position (which usually is a nominal 
one) gives him no opportunity to form business 
habits; the employees and junior partners are 
apt to look upon him as an interloper, at the 
same time they fear any effort on their part to 
place on him the duties he should attend to, 
would cause trouble. The young man has his 
father’s ear at all times (and usually there is a 
fond mother in the case) whole influence is 
brought to bear, and the result is he is favored, 
and becomes an ornament rather than an as- 
sistant.

Actiengeselischaft will have 285,660 centners. 
The convention has already had a good effect. 
the Silesian market being stronger. It may be 
observed that the raw zinc production of the 
whole world in 1884 amounted to about 290,000 
tors, of which North America produced 30,000 
tons, England the same amount, and the Euro- 
pean continent the remainder. In the last five 
years, the production of the continent has in- 
creased 12,000 tons on an average yearly, but 
the convention is to prevent a further increase. 
To the convention 98 per cent of the zinc pro- 
d@uocers of the continent have assented, includ- 
ing the French, Belgian, and Spanish works. 
Excluded from the agreement are several Bel- 
gian firms with a production of about 6,000 
tons, and the small production of Austria and 
Poland, amounting to some 6,509 tons.

NEw YORK, Sept. 12, 1885. 
Bditor Or, PAInt AND DrRvG REPORTER: 

Twenty years ago the druggist sundry trade 
was a lucrative branch, and there were several 
houses who made a success and accumulated a 
fortune in it. About the last of the fortunate 
dealers was William A. Kinnelly, of New York, 
who died in 1863 leaving a fortune of $200,000, 
without an heir or relative. Search was made 
throughout this country and abroad, but no 
one could be found who had any legal right to 
the estate and it reverted to the State of New 
York according to the law when no legal heirs 
ean be found. 

When the druggists added sundries and ran 
the department systematically, they gradually 
crowded out the exclusive sundry dealers and 
to-day there are none left of any account with 
the exception of one New York house and one 
or two in Philadelphia and Boston. 

The large expense required to gell the goods 
pad the close priges on the staples made it im-

DYES 
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CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Under Article 470 of the Regulations of 1884, 
which prescribes that in case of disagreement 
between the merchant and general appraisers 
acting ona reappraisemedt of imported mer- 
chandise, it is held that the Collector of Cus- 
toms, who, by section 2,930, Revised Statutes, is 
to decide between such officers, is not bound 
by the return of either, “but may adopt such 
values as may seem to him just; and the ap- 
praisement thus determined shall be final, and 
duties be assessed accordingly.’’ Onsubmission 
of the question to the Solicitor ofthe Treasury, 
that officer expressed the opinion that the rule 
laid down by said article is legal and proper. 
[Letter to Collector of Customs at New York.] 


Section 2,859 of the Revised Statutes author- 
izes collectors of customs to admit to entry 
without the production of the triplicate con- 
sular invoice, imported merchandise valued at 
less than $100, “if he is satisfied that the neglect 
to produce such invoice was unintentional,and 
that the importation was made in good faith 
and without any purpose of defrauding or 
evading the revenue laws.”’ Under this pro- 
vision of law the Department holds that it has 
no right to interfere with the collector of cus- 
toms in exercising a judicious discretion in the 
matter of such importations. [Letter to L. W. 
Morris & Son, New York.] 

Certain aqueous extracts of vegetable color- 
ing matter of the ‘‘malva”’ or *“*mauve’”’ flower, 
a species of mallow, are not “fruit juice,’ but 
being preparcd for use in coloring imitation 
wines. cordials, syrups, etc., are dutiable, by 
assimilation, under the provisions of schedule 
A. T. I. new, 117, for “coloring for brandy,” at 
the rate oI 50 per cent ad valorem. Certain 
tinctures and flavoring extracts, composed of 
glucose, orange peel, and artificial fruit ethers, 
of which alcohol forms the principal ingredient, 
are dutiable at the rate of $2 per gallon for 
the alcohol and 25 per cent ad valorem, under 
the provisions of Schedule A. T. I. new, for 
“alcoholic compounds,” Letter to Collector of 
Customs at San Francisco.] 

A reappraisement of damages is provided for 
by Article 508 of the regulations, but the refer- 
ence in said article to “Articles 422 to 428, in- 
clusive,” and to “Article 420,” is erroneous, 
The proper reference should be to Article 463, 
etc. [Letter to Collector of Customs at Cin- 
cinnati.]

There are a great many producers who have 
adupted the plan of selling their crude on the 
last day of each month, and as a rule the 
average price obtained for the year is always 
Satisfactory. 


The daily production of petroleum is now 
about 58,000 barrels per day (some persons filugre 
it at 60,000 barrels), and the demand is about 
70,000 barrels, 80 that the stocks are being di- 
minished at the rate of 10,000 barrels. 


H. M. Hughes, a pioneer oil operator, died at 
Valparaiso, Neb., September 9, aged 54 years. 
He was one of the organizers of the Antwerp 
Pipe Line. When the numerous rival lines 
were consolidated he became Secretary of the 
United Lines. 


The shipments of petroleum from Philadel- 
Phia during last week were 3,162,874 gallons. 
Since the first of January Philadelphia has 
gained nearly 40,000,000 gallons as compared 
with the same period in 1884. The exports since 
January 1 have been 103,019,718 gallons. 

Bradford is perbaps the best town in the oil 
region. Reports from all sections of the Brad- 
ford district indicate a general revival in all 
branches of trade. Bradford merchants re- 
port that trade was never better. The oil well 
supply company ure crowded with orders. 


In Butler, Armstrong, Clarion, Warren and 
Forest counties oil is selling at $115 per bar- 
rel, as compared with 75 cents this time last 
year—a fact that indicates the improved condi- 
tion of affairs in the lower oil county, where 
prosperity so largely depends on the oil trade. 


During the last nine months the production 
and use of natural gas Las very largely in- 
‘creased throughout the oil region. Mains have 
been laid in Titusville, andin a week or two 
most of the factories and private houses will be 
supplied. Coal has already fallen 50 cents to 
$1a ton. 


Pittsburg,business men are unhappy at the 
prospect of a natural gas monopoly, and cry- 
ing out for more gas companies. Gas territory 
has been largely purchased by aggregated capi- 
tal, and there is increasing agitation against a 
grant of exclusive rights by Councils to any 
gas company. 

Fred. Coddington struck a vein of il- 
Juminating gas while boring for a well seven 
miles northeast of Blunt, Dakota, 145 feet be- 
low the surface. It burns steadily with a five- 
foot flame, and has been visited by crowds. 
Other bores have been sunk to a greater depth 
in that vicinity, but no gas struck. 


Derrick are going up and well are going 
‘down in Washington county with the greatest 
celerity. Though they have to dig for the oil 
nearly half a mile downward through the rock, 
it does not daunt the courage of the skillful 
men who have demonstrated the feasibility of 
deep drilling and know how to do it. 


There are so many brokers in the Petroleum 
Exchange that the floor is at times inadequate 
for the purpose. The big nickel-plated bull 
ring has always occupied a large space of val- 
uable room. The floor committee last week 
ordered the bull ring sent to the garrett and 
now there is plenty of room in the petroleum 
pit. 

About fifty oil producers and land sharks are 
leasing land several miles south of the Ort 
farm well struck several days ago. As this well 
ig on the Armstrong and Butler county line, 
leases are being taken in both counties. There 
is considerable excitement among the farmers, 
and the development of a north and south belt 
is is expected. 


A difference of 1,773 barrels a day in the runs 
from the white sapd pools indicates the change 
in the production between that of July and 
August. Every district shows a decrease ex- 
cept Cooper, the greatest being at Thorn 
Creek. The decrease is as follows: Thorn 
Creek, 49,213 barrels; Balltown, 3,062; Cherry 
Grove, 3,231; Cooper, increase, 733 barrels. 


Geo. E. Allen, the well-known oil region 
journalist, is in the city in the interest of Pres- 
cott’s California excursion, which is to leave 
Buffalo October 20th.

The Tidewater Pipe Company’s pipe running 
through Delaware county, Pa., was torn apart 
by the anchor of a stone-laden sloop in Darby 
Creek last Sunday,and the petroleum ran down 
the creek and over adjoining marshes. Work- 
men have been sent from Chester to repair the 
break, but great trouble is experienced in con- 
necting the pipes under water. About 10,000 
barrels had escaped up to Monday morning. 


Oil country narrow gauge railroads do not 
always pay. The Lackawanna & Pittsburg bas 
a high sounding title, but it is bankrupt all 
the same. Its two streaks of rust run through 
the once lively but now deserted Allegany 
field. The pay rolls have not been met for six 
months. Train bands are now on a strike and 
business is at a stand still. Operators have 
fallen back upon their old friend, the livery- 
men, 


We have a railroad combination, a coal com- 
bination, an oil combination, and a coke 
combination, all more or less interlocked and 
dove-tailed together to oppress and cheat the 
people of Pennsylvania by making dear for 
them the necessaries and comforts of life. Is 


it not time for the people themselves to com- 
bine without regard to party for the protection 
of their endangered rights and property ?7— 
Philadelphia Record. 


William N. Riddle, ex-President of the de- 
funct Penn Bank, of Pittsburg, has been dis- 
charged from custody under the insolvent laws, 
He was subject to a rigid examination, but the 
opposition failed to show that he hada single 
dollar lett. Mr. Riddle said that after his fin- 
ancial affairs were arranged he would be $25,- 
000 in debt, but he had no doubt would recover 
his losses. Before his failure Mr. Riddle was 
supposed to be worth $300,000. 

A Titusville corresp »ndent reports that real 
estate is appreciating. There are few vacant 
houses in the town. Various rnanufactories are 
running full time. The Aniline Dyeworks 
Company, extracting aniline and other residual 
deposits from petroleum, are about to increase 
the capacity of their establishment. Two re- 
fineries are building and all concerns nearly 
related to the petroleum trade are busy. It is 
hard to hire a set of tools for well drilling. 


One of the owners of the Pittsburg pipe line 
defends the line against the attacks of the own- 
er of certain rovyalties in Butler county by 
making the counter statement that the party 
is an employe of the National Transit company, 
and is therefore interested in injuring the Pitts 
burg pipe line. Mr. Holdship, the pipe line 
man who makes this statement, admits, how- 
ever, that until the Standard placed the premi- 
um of 124% cents on lower country oil the 
Pittsburg line had not paid the 5 cents 
premium it has always given the producer tu 
the royalty owner.—Oil City Blizzard, 


A gas well was struck at Cameron, N. Y., last 
week at a depth of fifty feet, while one of the 
residents was boring for water. The gas is 
flowing with considerable force, and oil specu- 
lators are already leasing ground, believing 
that large quantities of oil are under the sur- 
face. The volume is large enough to furnish 
fuel for several stoves. Excitement runs high 
and property has gone up to fabulous prices. 
The drilling of another well will be commenced 
at once by the oil fever stricken residents, and 
work on the Beach well will be pushed to oil 
rock,a paying volume of gas, or disappoint- 
ment. 


An important series of experiments has long 
been in progress at Middlesborough, a large 
coal port in Yorkshire, England, with the view 
of utilizing oil waste from chemical works in- 
stead of coal, as fuel for steamers. It is 
claimed thst the new invention wili revolu- 
tionize the ocean carrying trade. Several 
steamers plying between English and Mediter- 
ranean ports have made round trips by the use 
of the new fuel exclusively, and the engineers 
report excellent results. The oil tanks occupy 
but little room and the fuel costs only half as 
much as coal. 


Roberts & Parsons recently shot one of their 
old wells, located near Stoneham, Warren 
county. The well had every indication before 
shooting of being a first-class producer from 
the moment of exploding the compound as one 
of its companions had done a short time pre- 
vious. But to their astonishment the thing 
went out like a candle and remained so fora 
period of nine days when it revived and now 
yields the quantity expected of it at the start. 
This is a mysterious freak of nature not yet 
fully explained and encountered only in this 
part of the oil region. 


While the Senatorial battle was raging in 
New York recently, a smart politician, a 
“Colonel,” waited on Wm. M. Evarts, and said 
if he had the handling of $5,000 he could make 
sure of three State Senators. “Well,” said 
Evarts, with a smile, “I wish you had the 
money, a8 much for your sake as mine, I have 
none to spare ust now, but a friend of mine—a 
Wall street man—says (nat oil is about to take 
an upward jump. Now, suppose you invest in 
oil? Idon’t advise you, but if you want the

Messrs. Mordaunt Bros., of London, report

certificates aud refined oil—apparently denot- 
ing some foundation forthe reports of dimin- 
ished yield—have at length begun to influence 
our market, and we have to notice a further 
advance of 44d to 44d. A larger business has 
been done for both nearand future periods. 
Water white oil, in consequence of heavy 
stocks,,has not participated in the advance. 
Russian has at length begun to move. Petro- 
leum spirit remains firm on the spot and afloat; 
some sales have been made at slightly easier 
prices. The best coal oils are wanted, but 
there is hardly any stock to supply the de- 
mand.” 


At Oil City there are signs of returning pros- 
perity. The boiler works, barrel factories, en- 
gine shops and refineries, recently closed, are 
working full time, and some of them working 
at night. The city has maintained a steady 
growth. Thexudvance inthe price of oil has 
contributed to all this, The oil market is ihe 
oil man’s business barometer, and when it goes 
above $1 everything is stimulated. At this price 
there is 35 per cent profit f rall oil produced. 
Increased drilling calls for labor and mac- 
binery. Retail dealers flaod collections easier. 
The oil country has returned to a cash basis, 
a lesson it learned in the recent depression. 


Speaki ng of the Syracuse Oil Works fire, an 
experienced oll manufanturer from Pittsbu rg, 


who was an eye witness of the fire, said that the 
oil company’s works there were very poorly 
protected against fire. He condemned the use 
of water in cases of ojl burning, for the reason 
that it augments the flames rather than sub- 
dues them. . Water, he said, is never used in 
such cases in the oil region, The buildings are 
divided into small apartments and each of them 
is well provided with steam pipes. When a fire 
occurs in any one of these rooms the doors 
leading into it are closed and the steam allowed 
to exhaust, thus filling the room. This method 
never fails to extinguish the flames.—Utica 
Observer. 

One of the best evidences of returning pros- 
perity to the oil country will be seen in the fact 
of the steady advance of stocks of large pro- 
ducing firms. During the panic last year the 
best oil stocks tumbledin unison with mining 
and railway stock, and one of the best managed 
oil concerns in the country suddenly found its 
stocks selling as low as $65 pershare. On the 
heels of the panic came the Oil Creek deluge 
and oil values continued low all the balance of 
the year. In July last the same stock sold for 
$90 and in August there were sales at $93,show- 
ing quite a healthy advance rightalong. Octo- 
ber 1 will see it touch par. And this is but one 
of the straws showing the upward tendency of 
business in the oil country.—Ow City Dderrick. 


The Washington county oil field is attracting 
the land shark grabber and speculator. Deep 
drilling and the small wells obtained thus far 
do not prevent them calculating on the possi- 
bilities of an oil field. Washington, Green, 
Fayette and Westmoreland counties are not 
strangers in the oii world. In former years 
they were all the scene of drilling wells and 
conspicuous failures. But there were a few 
exceptions just sufficient to lead the oil gam- 
bler to destruction. Some of these notable 
wells gushed as high as four to five hundred 
barrels a day from shallow sand rock. They 
were not stayers and the boys who followed 
them upinthe hope of finding outlets were 
beautifully left in all sections of the three 
counties. 

The exports of refined, crude and naphtha 
from all the ports of the United States from 
January 1 to August 29 amounted to 348,220,698 
gallons, compared with 311,557,192 gallons for 
same time 1884—an increase of 36,683,206 gallons, 
New York shows a decrease in shipments of 
upwards of 5,000,000 gallons, Boston, 2,200,000; 
Baltimore about held her own as compared 
with 1884, but Philadelphia made a gain of 
nearly 40,000,000 gallons. There is room for im- 
provement in this trade at our port, and were 
vessels in better supply we would no doubt 
have an increased trade. Baltimore has co- 
equal advantages with Philadelphia in every 
particular, as regards econo:ny, for the export 
of petroleum, but is probably more fully hand- 
icapped by the Standard Company, whose in- 
terests center more largely elsewhere.—Balti- 
more Jour. of Com. 


For several months past the hydrographic 
office of the navy department has endeavored 
to collect information relative to the value of 
oilthrown upon the sea in cases of storm, 
From time to time there have been disconnect- 
ed reports from various sea captains relative to 
the wonderful effects of oleaginous fluids in 
calming a troubled sea. The stories have gen- 
erally been classed in the same category with 
the sea serpent and mermaid yarns, but the de- 
partment became satisfied that with proper in- 
vestigations practical results might be ob- 
tained which would be of great value to mari- 
ners. All sea going captains therefore have 
been requested to report the effect of oil upon 
the water, and it is the intention of the depart- 
ment to publish this information in book form 
when enough shall have been collected, ac- 
companied by some brief directions as to the 
use of the fluid. 


The deepest well in the world is lecated at 
Homewood, Pa. It is owned by George West- 
inghouse, jr. The average depth of the Home- 
wood wells is about 1,850 feet. In the well now 
drilling everything found of the nature of gas 
or water ata depth of 2,000 feet was cased off 
as unimportant, and the drill at present is said 
to be a little over 6,000 feet below the surface, 
which would make it by all odds the deepest 
wellin the world. A careful record is being 
kept, and portions of each formation encoun- 
tered preserved. Since it would necessarily 
have to bea very prolific gas vein to justify 
such deep driiling, it is a difficult matter to con- 
jecture the object that prompts such a work 
unless itbe purely to satisfy a morbid curi- 
osity. There are in Washington county some 
wells drilled to a depth of 4,000 feet and the only 
others so far as known approaching the depth 
reached by Mr. Westinghouse is an artesian 
wel! in France, at which a depth of 5,000 feet 
was reached, 


For some years past, covering the entire dark 
period when crude oil stocks were accumulat- 
ing at the rate of thousands of barrels » day 
above the consumption of the article, specula- 
tors, producers and the whole oil country were 
balls. Eagerly looking forward to the mo- 
ment when consumption would equal produc- 


tion, they pictured to themselves the good 


times which must result on that felicitous oc- 
casion. The period so ardently longed for has 
come and is long since past. Consumption not 
only equals production but stocks have been 
largely drawn upon for the past year to sup- 
ply the demand while the anticipated good 


zimes ate etili, co to speak, in the “sweet bye 


and bye,” and the speculator and speculative 
producers, where are they? with a bright pros- 
pect of better prices in sight and the resultant 
good times within, as it were, their grasp. 
These, for some unaccountable reason, have all 
turned bears. Why is it? A little common 
sense now and then ought to be relished by 
business men.—Derrick. 


A report from Chicago says that petroleum 
is being successfully used as fuel there by the 
use of a burner invented by a Californian, the 
apparatus being a compact design, and easily 
placed in the fire-box of any kind ofa stove, 
and heis now putting them in the fire-boxes 
under steam boilers. It has been placed under 
boilers of green-houses there and said to work 
satisfactorily; the injeotion of steam is the pro- 
cess of filling the fire-box with flame produced 
by the nutural union of the carbon of the oil 
and the oxygen and hydrogen of the other 
associated elements. It is said that one pound 
of oil will do the work of four pounds of coal. 
While one pound of oil vaporizes eighteen to 
twenty pounds of water, one pound of the best 
coal vaporizes but seven pounds; and one 
pound of Illinois coal vaporizes but four 
pounds of water. It is proposed also to try the 
invention in locomotive and steamer boilers. 
as wellas a heating agent in places not de- 
manding the creation of motive power. Asa 
fuel producing absolutely no smoke there need 
be made no argument in its behalf, and the 
manufacturers have an idea that it can be made 
available as a substitute for natural gasin point 
ofeconomy. The inventor is said to be per- 
fecting the invention so as to use hot air instead 
of steam. Should the invention prove a suo- 
cess the demand for petroleum in the West 
would considerably increase.

Placing a Duty on Quinine. 

The daily papers in Philadeiphia have been 
working the quinine subject for ali it is worth. 
The discussion started by a manufacturer inti- 
mating to a reporter that an effort would be 
made at the next session of Comgress to take 
quinine off the free list. This was the signal 
for ayeneral upheaval of opinions from the 
editorial sanctum of the daily press, and strange 
as it may appear, papers of different political 
faith joined in an opposition warfare. Last 
week we reproduce] two adverse opinions 
from the Philadelphia Record, and here is an- 
other from the Philadelphia Telegraph, a 
staunch Republican sheet of protective prin- 
ciples. It says editorially :— 

* A member of a prominent firm of manufac- 
turers of quinine in this city yesterday in- 
formed an esteemed contemporary that it is 
the intention of the makers of the drug 
throughout the United States ‘to petition Con- 
gress when it meets in December’ to take qui- 
nine off the free list. If Congress should grant 
their prayer, the article would come under the 
head of chemicals not enumerated, and would 
be subjected toa duty of 2 per cent. Itis 
scarcely worth while to advise the manufactu 
rers of quinine not to waste their time or rhet- 
oric in asking Congress to do this thimg; for if 
they do not yet know that the duty on quinine 
will never be reimposed, it would be a throw- 
ing away of words to assure them of the fact, 
for fact itis. They appear, indeed, to be very 
foolish folk, and so blinded by self interest as 
to be incapable of perceiving the truth, even 
though it be presented to them in the light of 
recent events, with which they are entirely 
familiar. Far instance, the price of quinine at 
the time the duty was removed, admits the 
particular manufacturer interviewed, was 
about $3 40 per ounce, while the price now per 
ounce is from 68 to 75 cents. But ourauthority 
for these figures hastens to explain that the re- 
moval of the duty had nothing to do with the 
reduction in price. It was the increased cul- 
ture of cinchona which did it. But,asa matter 
of common history, is it not true that the re- 
duction of the duty, which threw this, the most 
important market of the world, open to qui- 
nine makers, every where stimulated the growth 
of cinchona and the manufacture abroad of the 
drug? And, indirectly, was not the foreign 
competition the real. if indirect, cause of the 
reduction of the price of quinine? Before the 
duty was remove, and when our manoufactu- 
rers were getting $310 and often more per 
ounce for their quinine, they combined and 
threatened Congress that if it repealed the duty 
upon the article they would immediately stop 
its manufacture. The price is now frum 68 to 
75 cents per ounce, und they are still making 
quinine as hard as they can; one of them, be- 
sides making itin this country, has leased ex~ 
tensive works in Germany for its production. 
There were, and we believe there still are, but 
five firms in the United States manufacturing 
quinine, and altogether they do not employ 500 
menin its exclusive manufacture, yet they 
propose to demand that Congress shall ‘pro- 
tect’ them to the extent of 25 per cent on the 
cost of the drug which is as necessary to hus 
man life as bread itself in many cases.”’ 

ln order to get an expression of opinion from 
local manufacturers and importers, a repre- 
sentative of the REPORTER cailed upon ali the 
firms identified with the artiile. The gentie- 
men invharee of branch houses referred the 
writer to manufacturers for an opinion. Mr, 
L. Engelhorn, repsesenting the house of C. F. 
Boehringer & Soehne, Germany, is still absent 
abroad. The result of the other interviews is 
as follows: 
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Mr. D. C. Robbins, of the drug firm of Mo- 
Kesson & Robbins, and of the New York Qui- 
nine and Chemical Worka, said: “Without 
doubt there should be a small protective duty 
imposed upon sulphate of quinine and other 
products derived from cinchona barks; and 
this duty should not exceed 10 percent. ad 
valorem. Chemical preparations are justly 
elassed by the best stataticians as standing next 
{n order to raw materials. They are in fact 
scientific combinations of raw materials and 

sot the results cf handicraft. All raw materi- 
als should be free and the duty on chemicals 
should be as moderate as the necessities of pro- 
tection require. When I speak of raw materi- 
als please understand that I mean the products 
of nature. All goods are divisible into two 
great classes, to wit: ‘Those goods wrich can- 
not be manufactured are those things for the 
production uf which we are entirely dependent 
upon nature, and the second class, which com- 
prises eveything that can be made. Many 
chemicals are made by nature as well as by art, 
such as the nitrates, muriates, etc., but by rea- 
gon of the fact that these combinations can also 
be made by man, they have always ranked as 
manufactured goods, even when taken from 
nature. There can be no just reason why the 
quinine industry should be unprotected, while 
all other manufacturers are protected. I have 
devoted considerable thought and study 
to the subj ct of protection, and have 
arrived at the conclusion that every 
non-commercial nation with little or no access 
to foreign markets, is both in duty and in 
policy required to protect the home market 
because under these circumstances, its manu- 
facturers are virtually restricted to a single 
market, and this single market if not pro- 
tected, willinevitably become a receptacle for 
the surplus production of other countries, 
Every practical business man understands that 
the most important consideration in commer- 
cial affairs is that of demand and supply. How 
to reguiate and how to dispose of every sur- 
plus whenever a surplus arises, is the most im- 
portant of all questions. I cannot understand 
how apy just or fair minded person can sup- 
port the protective policy unless it is made to 
include the quinine industry.” 


Mr. Wm. 8. Mersereau, of the firm of W. H. 
Schictrelin & Co., did not think it probable or 
even possible to get the duty on quinine re- 
stored, and said in explanation: “While I think 
American manufacturers are entitled to pro- 
tection to the amount of ten per cent, it would 
not be a popular thing among the masses. 
Quinine is so extensively used, that a universal 
opposition to a change may he expected. There 
would be an outcry against it all over ihe 
country. A restoration of duty would be 
viewed in the light of a blood tax, and the 
a@ gument strongly urged that low prices have 
prevailed since the article was entered free of 
duty, although 1 don’t think the lower prices 
were caused by the article being exempt. The 
present market values are owing in a great 
measure to competition and large supplies of 
bark. I have my doubts about a lower schedule 
of vrices, but would not be surprised if it did 
occur, A duty on quinine would prevent the 
importation of foreign brands in a large meas- 
ure, as present prices are said to be under the 
cost of manufacture. As a merchant, I prefer 
free trade. Congress is disposed to reduce the 
gencral tariff instead of adding to it.’’ 

Mr. J. H. S:aliman, of Stallman & Fulton, is 
against protection and gave his reasons as fol- 
lows: “ihe general tendency in this country is 
todrop t. riff duties instead of increasing them. 
A duty on quinine would be very unpopular, 
as it would undoubtedly come out of the 
pockets of consumers. It is an article which 
enters largely into consumption and is one of 
the most important in the drug line. The fact 
that two American factories have started since 
the duty was taken off, does not show that the 
quinine industry is unprofitabie to the manu- 
facturers of this country. If protection is 
again obtainea to such an extent as to exciude 
foreign manufacturers, the American makers 
wouid likely take advaatage of the absence of 
foreign competition, by fixing their own prices 
and controlling the market, as was the case 
before quinine was placed on the free list. A 
char ge to the uld system would be as unpopu- 
lar as a duty on coffee and tea.” 

Otto G. Mayer—*'l think it will be very diffi- 
cult to place a duty on an article which has 
been on the tree list, and it certainly will not 
meet with the sentiments of the present ad- 
ministration.” 

Mesers. Rosengarten & Sons, manufacturing 
chemists of Philadelphia, communicate the fol- 
lowing: 

“.t isour opinion that the duty on quinine 
should be restored, and the American manufac- 
turers placed in a position to furnish this essen- 
tial article for our own country. The enormous 
increase in the importation of sulphate of quin- 
ine, from 228,348 ounces in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1879 (the duty was removed July 1, 
18:9. and went into immediate effect), to 1,871,- 
600 ounces (includ.ng quinine, su/phate of, and 
other salts and cinchonidia) for the year ending 
June 30, 1885, is a fair indication of what the 
importations of other manufactured goods 
would be under a free trade regime. England 
commenced by making breadstuffs free; under 
present conditions this is not possible here and 
it is as impossible with the rate of waves and 
general greater cost of running a manufactur- 
ing establishment in the United States to com- 
pete with Buropeans in manufactures without 
protection as it ts for our farmers to compete 
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with Indian grain. The present low price of 
quinine is the result of the tremendous pro- 
ducing power of India (the first crop of cin 
chona bark in India, in 1869, was twenty- 
eight ounces, and in 1884 from Ceylon 
11,500.000 pounds were shipped and from 
Java 1,088,934 pcunds.) This is doubtless an 
indication of what can be done in grain and 
cotton there and is a subject well worthy of 
the serious consideration of our law makers 
before they open this market to the producers 
of the rest of the world. Before we can find 
markets abroad for our manufactured goods 
we must be able to manufacture and sell them 
at lower prices than the European manufac- 


turers who now are in possession of the trade. 
It is not at all probable that this can be done 
under any circumstances.” 


The American Hoop Driving Machine. 


For several months past there has been in 
successful operation at the Export Oil Works 
of Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., Point Breeze, 
Phila., the American Hoop Driving Machine, 
The illustration in this issue Of the REPORTER 
affords the reader a fair idea of this machine, 
The machine has the following proportions: 
Length 19 ft. 4 In., length of bed 20 ft6 in.,width 
of bed 6 ft 7 in., height of machine 6 ft. 2 in. 

As to construction the frame may be built of 
wood and iron oriron alone. Between its up- 
right sides at each end is an iron frame sup- 
ported on round longitudinal bars and each of 
these frames supports a cylindrical disk head, 
to the inside faces of which are attached by 
pivot hinges twelve equidistant projecting 
jaws (the drivers) having dependent enda, so 
tbat they form ordinary bell cranks, held down 
at the top by flat springs and governed in their 
reflex action by a sliding double disk on their 
dependant or lower ends, the action of the disk 
being produced by a cam connected with along- 
itudinal rod, operated by the hand lever shown 
at the top of the machine or by a foot treddle 
which may be arrnged to dothis work. By 
pulling on this lever the jaws or drivers at each 
end of the machine, twenty-four in number. 
are simultaneously raised or separated from 
their common center, the limit of this action 


being sufficient to allow for the bilge of the bar- 


rel buing operated upon. 

The slots shown in the illustration of the left 
cylindrical disk permit of the adjustment of 
the Jaws so that any sized vessel may be oper- 
ated upon from the lager beer keg up toa fifty- 
two gallon barrel, this being the ordinary range 
of work anticipated for the machine, 

These cylindrical disks with their drivers are 
run forward and backward at the will ot the 
operator, by means of a shaft operated by 
means of two belts and pulleys anda clutch 
and reversing bar. The shaft of the gear wheel 
is a right band and a left hand screw of the 
same pitch, and while one thread pulls the 
thi. her ena or head, the other pushes forward 
the hither end. 

The opcration of driv'ng is as follows: The 
barrel being placed in the adjustable cradle by 
the helper, the operator throws the machine 
into gear and the cylindrical disks heads with 
their drivers, approach the barrel, just before 
the tips of the drivers reach the chines they 
are raised by the operator manipulating the 
lever which actuates the rod and cam which 
adjusts the drivers, the instant the ends of the 
drivers touch the ends of the staves the lugs 
are pressed down by the springs before men- 
tioned and by means of a simple and ingenious 
mechanism, the chine hoops are attacked sim- 
ultaneously in their entire circumferance, and 
by means of the continued approximation of 
the disk-heads are pressed toward the centre of 
the barrel—the pressure is even and continu- 
ous, the result being a gradual ané synchron- 
ous pressing forward of the hoops and the 
consequent gradual and even compression of 
the staves. The chine hoops by reason of an 
automatic mechanism cannot be driven beyond 
the 4 inch maximum allowed to pass the in- 
spector, nor can the ends of the staves be 
crushed nor the heads marred. The operator 
again using the lever raises the drivers, lower- 
ing them only to attack in succession the 
quarter and bilge hoops; when these are driven 
the action of the screws are reversed, the disk- 
heads separate, the drivers are raised, the bar- 
rel rolled off the inspector and another barrel 
has taken its place. The whole operation from 
the entrance of one barrel until the entering of 
another, occupying 20 seconds. 

In every instance be it new or old barrels 
either, particularly “export refined” or ‘export 
crude’s” the hoops are driven evenly, the chine 
hoops particularly, a feat heretofore the most 


difficult for machine work, in every instance 
the firm and even setting of the hoops equal- 
ing any driven by hand. 

For barrel manufacturers the work is well 
and cheaply done, the barrels coming direct 
from setting up, the truss hoops being knocked 
off just before being placed in the cradle. 

An automatic registering apparatus attached 
to one of the longitudinal bars giving an accu- 
rate number of the barrels daily operated 
upon. 

Practically the machine has been in success- 
ful operation since May let of the present year 
and since then has done an average work of 
1,20 barrels for every working day of ten hours 
each, a total of 94,800 barrels both new and old 
in seventy-nine consecutive working days in 
May, June and July. The average breakage of 
hoops being 100 per day; the breakage of hoops 
on “export refind’s”’ and “runs’’ averaging 
only 60 per day. 

As to stability and freeijom from loss of time 
from breakage during the working for 90 days 
the detention from this or any other cause has 
been less than one hour, the detention being 
caused bya slight break, the result of ignorance 
upon the part of a temporary operator. 

Economically considered, the results are of a 
very pleasing character to the firm using the 
machine, but more perticularly so to the 
parties who control the patents and are about 
placing them upon the market. To operate 
this machine the following help is required: 
1 fuder, 1 operator, 1 inspector, 1 number four 
inch awl, 3men and one_boy; including steam 
power used 4 to 5 horse-power, the machine 
drives the hoops on 1200 burrels per day, ata 
cost of $9.00. 

To do the same work by hand would require 
15 drivers, 1 inspector, 1 tally boy and 1 laborer 
ata daily cost of $5.00. Comment is unneces- 
sary. 

The work of this machine is not limited to 
oil barrels, but it does its work equally as well 
on lager beer kegs, beer,wine, brandy, alcohol, 
paint, linseed oil and varnish barrels, in fact it 
can be used on anything froma paint keg toa 
cask that wears metal hoops. 

In every respect this machine is worthy of 


the investigation of those who may be in want 
of its help. Fulland explicit information can 
be obtained by addressing the American Hoop 
Driving Machine Co., J. Wood, Jr., secretary 
242 South Third street, Philadelphia, Pa.

Liebman & Butler Defrauded. 


Herman Herman, the Boston agent of Messrs. 
Liebman & Butler of this city, importers of 
olive oils and castile soap, was arrested in Mon- 
treal last week, where he went to hide his 
tracks after a short career of alieged em bezzle- 
ment and forgery inthe East. His custom, it 
is charged, wus to send orders for goods 
and sign the names of prominent buyers in 
Boston. Upon the arrival of the goods he 
would call on the firms receiving them, and 
after explaining that the shipments werea mis- 
take, had them taken toa “fence” where eve ry- 
thing is accepted without question for about 
one-third or one-half of the actual value. By 
this method he is said to have pucketed several 
hundred doliars within a short time, He also 
collected bills for his own use against the ex- 
pressed wish of the firm and notwithstanding 
the fact that every bill head sent out had 
stamped on it “Payment valid only when made 
to the firm direct or on their written order.” 
This state of things continued until about two 
weeks ago, when he disappearei. Mr. Butler 
of the ficm immediately started for Boston and 
played detective for a few days. He succeeded 
in locating the stopping plave of the abecond- 
ing agent's wife and secured a room on che op- 
posite side of the street co watch developmente. 
The first letter carrier who came along witha 
missive for Mrs. Herman was stopped at the 
door, and by the assistance of a detective who 
bad more authority with the mails, the where- 
abouts of the fugitive was ascertained before 
the delivery of the letter to its rightful owner. 
Mr. Butler started for Montreal accompanied 
by a police officer, and the arrest followed The 
prisoner had been with Messrs. Liebman & 
Butler since last January. Another agent now

The Castor Oil Pool. 


The following interesting article is from the 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat: 

“Operations will be resumed Thursday morn- 
ing in the old Ring factory, on Morgan street, 
for the manufacture of castor oil, both for lu- 
bricating and medicinal purposes. Two years 
ago Mr. Frank Ring, after a tussle with the 
pool, accepted $5,000 to allow his machinery to 
remain idle for one year, which period ended 
one year ago this month, and later, when he 
quit the business, gave him double pay for his 
machinery. The pool is a very strong organiza- 
tion, and c nsolidates an immense amount of 
capital. The Eastern section of the pool im- 
ports most of its castor beans from Calcutta, 
and is limited toa certain teritory, while the 
Western section does not go west of that point. 
This division of the territory has not been very 
strict, and the pool has been able to crowd out 
all opposition so far, or at least make the busi- 
ness 80 unprofitable that new ventures were 
not deemed advisable. The Calcutta beans can 
be had at $1.80 to $1.90 per bushel, after paying 
aduty of 50 cents,and home made beans can 
generally be bought at about the same price. 


The principal in the new concern is Mr. P. D. 
Kirkpatrick, a bean dealer and a business man 
of Osage Misson, Kan., and it .s claimed that be 
is well backed and will go into the business to 
stay. He was here some time agu on which oc- 
casion he was given notice that the pool would 
break him up. He seems to be pertectiy wil- 
ling \o give them an opportunity to try it how- 
ever, as he remerked at the time that if the 
pool wanted to lose $10 to muke bim lose $1, he 
was satisfied. Mr. Frank Ring 18 to be con- 
nected with the new factory as an expert and 
general manager. He said to a Giobe-Demo- 
crat reporter yesterday that be bud bad a 
8euoce with the pool, and bad been accused of 
acting a littie in bad faith.

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 15, 1885. 

The past week has been rather quiet, as re 
gards the various urticles on the iist. Values, 
however, continue steady and but few changes 
are noted. Whiting is scarce for prompt de- 
livery, a8 manufacturers are well sold up until 
the close of navigation, and have but little to 
offer. Sulphate of barytes and china clay are 
both dull, while terra alba is moving more 
freely. Pig lead remains steady at previous 
quotations. The meeting of the white lead cor- 
roders was held on Wednesday last of which a 
report is given elsewhere. The general jobbing 
trade is fair though not quite up to what is was 
a week ago. Collections are coming forward 
promptly, thus little complaint is heard among 
the trade. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead remains in the same strong position 
that has characterized this article for some 
weeks past. The business, however, is light, 
only such lots as current wants may require are 
being placed with 4¥%5c being the prevailing 
figure. Corroders as a rule are not free buyers 
as nearly all of them are well stocked with 
low priced lead, consequently their purchages 
are not frequent except when some cuncession 
in price is made. The sales comprise 450 tons 
at425c at which the market closes steady. 
John Wahl & Co. under date of St. Louis, Sept. 
12,say: “Dull; but few local or outside buyers 
sought supplies; the corroding trade represen- 
tatives were pathered in annual session at Sara- 
toga, where it was decided not to advance the 
price of white lead. We note an occasional car 
lot of desilverized refined as sold at 4 lbc and 100 
tons for corroders at same figures. Chemical 
hard is held at4124c this side and 4 l5c east 
side, but each had somewhat more strength 
late in the week than was manifest earlier. 
Sales of 100 tons desilverized refined for Eastern 
sbipment at 4 lic.” 

Since it is known that there will be no change 
in the price of Jead in oil for the present, the 
market has assumed its usual steady appear- 
ance. Among dealers, some disappointment is 
expressed over the result of the recent meeting 
of corroders, in not advancing the price of 
lead; but, on the whole, the impressions are 
that they acted wisely in not disturbing the 
trade by jumping up prices. As one said, 
“This monkeying with prices every time the 
corroders meet, unsettles trade throughout the 
country, although should the price ot pig lead 
be maintained, there is no doubt but whata 
higher range of values must be the result.” 
The jobbing trade is fair for this season of the 
year. We quote according to brand, 64@6}<¢c, 
less 2 per cent discount from invoice on pur- 
chases of 500 lbs and over, and the usual terms 
for cash, with rebates allowed at the end of a 
year, according to quantity bought, and 64@ 
644, less 244 per cent for small quantities. 

Zincs continue to meet with an improved de- 
mand, with several contracts reported aggre- 
gating 2,500 bbis within the range of prices. We 
quote common 3c, good 33c and prime 4c. 
French in light request at 55¢c for Autwerp 
red seal, 6c for Paris red seal, and 734c for Paris 
green seal, with a discount of 1 per cent for 
cash for lots of 10 bbis, 2 per cent for lots of 25 
bbis, and 4 per cent for lots of 50 bbis. Buyers 
are not oblighd totake all of one brand in 
order to obtain the above discounts, The dis- 
count is included in brokerage. Paris red seal 
in poppy oil is now offered at 8c for drums, 
8héc in cases and green seal 9c for drums 
and 10c in cases. In ton lots one-quarter of a 
cent per Ib less—less than one ton net.

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Clues. 

The demand for good medium grade of hide 
glues continues and the supply is still limited; 
in fact, there are none offering that satisfy the 
demand as far as quality is concerned, the little 
that is left not being up to standard. Jobbers 
have made up their minds to await the market- 
ing of the new product, which cannot be long 
delayed now, and we may expect to see offers 
of them made about the beginning of October. 
The trade generally expect a better business 
for the coming season, and are, therefore, hold- 
ing firmly at the prices last quoted, which we 
may repeat for to-day. 





Class. 
WINDOW GLASS 


There is not much to add to our previous re- 
port as regards foreign window glass. Importers 
and dealers are both doing as good a business 
as present circumstances will admit. There 
is, however, a general complaint over the small 
supply availuble to meet the increasing variety 
of orders which are coming forward. The past 
day or so has witnessed quite free arrivals 
which will relieve the pressure to some extent, 
although double thick continues very scarce. 
The bulk of them was placed previously, hence 
there will be but very little surplus stocks to 
draw upon until further shipments come to 
hand. Prices are well maintained the new price 
list giving entire satisfaction among the trade. 
The sales comprise 5.000 boxes at discounts 
ranging at 70 and 10 to 70 and 10 and 5 for both 
single and double. American window glass is 
gradually becoming firmer especially among the 
Eastern factories and the tendency is to a 
higher range of values. There are reports cur- 
rent among the trade that many of the Eastern 
sactories will resume work October Ist. This 
however, is doubted by many. Although the 
settlement of the wages question among the 
Western flint glass makers encourages the 
belief that an early adjustment of this vexed 
question amoag the window glass manufac- 
turers will soon be accomplished. Even though 
late advices from the West indicate that mat- 
ters areas much mixed as ever although it 
is hoped the meeting today will adjust 
matters satisfactorily all around. Considerable 
complaint is heard among the trade over the 
cutting of prices to meet the strong competi- 
tlon in Chicago, where the foreign has gained a 
strong foot hold of late. The Crockery and 
Glassware Journal of a recent date in 
speaking of the outlook in the Weat 
says. “There areno new developments to re- 
port in regard to the settlement of the window 
glass scale, and the press reports to the effect 
that the factories would light up on September 
15 were, to say the least, premature. All state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
demand is not good, nor has it been fairly ac- 
tive at any time since the season opened. 
Neither have prices improved any. the same 


( exhorbitant discounts still prevailing, namely, 


75 and 75 and 10 for single and double respect- 
ively. Under these circumstances it is strange 
how anyone can say that trade is good. A few 
more boxes may be sold, of course, than were 
disposed of last summer, but that is about the 
extent of the boom. Jf the factories here start 
up on October 1 they will be doing well.” 


PLATE GLASS. 

There is no change in the position of either 
the foreign or domestic plate glass, since our 
last report, while there has been a fair con- 
sumptive trade in progress, very few large 
orders have been received for forward delivery. 
There have been several estimates in the mar- 
ket, but so far nothing definite has resulted. 
Discounts remain at 50 and 10 with now and 
then an extra 5 being allowed upon large 


orders.

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late glass are less than the glaziers’ charges 
for resetting, even if the glass was given them, 
they will probably be more eager to insure.’ 

“What has been the nature of the accidents 
in this city upon which your company has been 
cempelled to pay losses?” inquired the re- 
porter. 

“Oh, they vary. A drunken woman recently 
fell through a three hundred do'lar window. A 
milk wagon runaway 6mashed a four hundred 
dollar window. A porter standing on a step 
ladder washing windows was run against by a 
min and the pole of his brush shattered a two 
hundred dollar glass. Several losses have been 
paid which were the result of pistol shots. A 
majority of damages are made by hoodlum 
boys throwing stones. Many windows are 
broken at night in some unaccountable way.”

Ancient @lass-Blowing. 


Mr. James Salisbury, enjoys the distinction 
of being the oldest window-glass blower in 
Pittsburg, if notin the United States. Since 
he stood on the foot board and handled the 
pipe times and customs have changed and the 
glass-blower of today would feel almost out of 
place in one of the glass houses in which he 
served his apprenticeship. A Commercial Ga- 
zette reporter called on Mr. Salisbury and re- 
quested him to give him some data about his 
connection with glass-works and workers. He 
answered, “I am perhaps the oldest glass work- 
er Pittsbu’g, as my apprenticeship was served 
in the second window house ever built in this 
city. The first one was built, I cannot tell the 
exact spot, on the Allegheny side of the Ohio 
river just opposite the head of Brunot’s Island 
at what is called ‘Glass-house Rffiie,’ When I 
came to the city in 1426 the house was gone, 
but I bave seen on the site the stones used in 
the furnace and lumps of glass which had gone 
through the grate bars. The house in which I 
worked on the South side was built by Colonel 
O’Hara just below where the Point bridge now 
stands. 
house passed into the hands of Mr. Harmer 
Denny and finally became the property of Mr. 
Lawrence, who was proprietor when I went 
there to work. Two years I spent in the works 
before I became a journeyman blower. It took 
thoge two years to learn the trade for at that 
time the blower bad to do more work than 
now. I will describe our furnace: It was an 
eight-pot structure with pots about one-third 
the size of those now in use. The holes were 
small, and as aresult we had to make small 
sizes of glass. The sand then used was brought 
down from the Youghiogheny in boats and 
was bank sand. It had to be washed thorough- 
ly and even then it could not be perfectly pur- 
ified. 80 much foreign substance was left in it 
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That was then called Crottsburg. The ° 


that it generally colored the glass turned out 
green. This, bowever, was no defect, as the 
people were 80 eager to get glass that they did 
not notice such little things as “off color.” 
Then where soda is now used, in those days 
wood ashes had to serve. The ashes were col- 
lecte¢ ard breught to the factories by the 
country people, who in those days burned 
nothing but wood. It was a common thing to 
see the thrifty farmer, who was on his way to 
the city by way of Jones’ Ferry, stop to leavea 
bag of ashes at the factory. For them he got 
10 or 12 cents a bushel, and ‘took it out in store 
goods.’ 
PRIMITIVR METHODS. 

“Then ashes or score hings ’as they were 
called, were soaked in water and washed until 
they became a black sal This was buried and 
became white when it was sed. Of course we 
could not make large glass with such small 
pots and holes. The largest rollers made were 
but 24 by 46 inches. The usual size was 24 by 30 
inches, as that would cut nine 8 by 10inch 
panes. The glass was generally single strength, 
although on special orders we turned out 
double thick. Our work then was just as hard 
as that of the blowers of to-day, although they 
blow larger glassthan we did. Our blowing 
was all done off-hand. We had no Jazy poles or 
cranes. That is we had to handle the roller in 
blowing all the time. Now tere isa crotched 
pole in which the pipe rests or a crane by 
which the entire weight is taken from the 
blower altogether. Then another great differ 
ence is this: We were then compelled to flatten 
our own rollers. We would go to work in 
those days early in the morning and would put 
in ten hours on the foot-board. After we had 
eaten our suppers, two of us working together 
would flatten the glass made during the day. 
This would consume six hours of our time. 80 
we did not have much rest. With it all, how- 
ever, we had good wages. I have made as 
much as $150 a month and not work very hard 
either. But ordinarily a blower would not 
make more than $100 on an average. At that 
rate of wages, taking into coasideration the 
greater size of the rollers made now, an ordi- 
nary glass blower would make $350 per month. 

“T have seen the glass blowing trade grow 
from itsinfancy here to its present position. 
The first furnace built after I came here in 1826 
was that built by AJbert Gallatinat Geneva. up 
the Monongahela, Then the Birmingham 
Glass Company, composed of a number of 
glass blowers who left the O’Hara wcrks, built 
afactory on the same place where Ihmsen’s 
glass house now stands. This company was 
headed by Wendt and Ihmsen, who were Ger- 
mans, and Ensel, who was an Englishman. 
Then McKee’s works were built, and after that 
other factories followed rapidly. Just think of

There isno chafge to note in the position of 
the city linseed oil market, which is quoted 
steady at 47@48c for Calcutta oil. Business is 
of a jobbing character and moderately active. 
The city mills are still running on foreign seed, 
but they are soon expected to operate on do- 
mestic seed. The first lot of new flaxseed for 
this purpose arrived during the week. Re- 
ceipts were 2,500 bushels for home use and 800 
sacks for export. The market for Western oil 
is unsettled. Offerings are free at 4244@48c in 
a large way, while 44c is realized for jobbing 
quantities from store. We have a sale of 100 
bbls at 42c, but there is no desire on the part of 
the seller to duplicate the transaction at pres- 
ent. Buyersare hesitating to operate as their 
views are not above 40c for October delivery. 


The market for cottonseed products is quiet 
and without any special interest. Buyers have 
an idea that the coming season will turn out a 
tremendous” production of oil, and they are, 
in consequence, acting cautiously. No import- 
ant movement of oil is expected until prices are 
established for the new crop. Dealers are net 
expecting any material change from pres- 
ent prices, and the course of events at the 
South would seem to confirm this opinion. An 
effort is still being made to geta bid in this 





The available supply on spot is very lim- 
ited. Green Italian oil is obtainable at 
same price as Spanish. The Italian market 
has not advanced and the oil from that souree 
is being imported instead of Spanish oil. Higher 
prices are expected to rule abroad, however, 
for both green and yellow, and either is consid- 
ered a good purchase at present prices. Olive 
foots are nominally held at 6¥¢c.

Octo- 
ber crude is held at 30c in Memphis, There is 
considerable inquiry from refiners, Cotton- 
seed is moving forward slowly, but as yet is 
without any fixed market value. Asstated else- 
where, the owners of a new mill at the South 
have been bidding $12 00 per ton and planters 
now recognize this asthe price principally in 
South Carolina and North Carolina. There is 
no combination on seed. Memphis mills are 
paying $1150@1200 per ton, which means no 
downward change in the price of oil, unless 
other circumstances should necessitate a de- 
cline, 

Refined cottonseed oil has remained on a 
steady basis of 37c since this time last week. 
The tone of the market was weak at last writ- 
ing, but gained slightly in strength on account 
of holders offering with more reserve and not 
manifesting the same disposition to meet the 
low views of buyers. The latter found 
that 37c was the bottom figure § and 
had to pay it for round lots. We 
hear of no prime summer yellow being re- 
leased at a lower figure. Five different off 
grades have been offering in a small way at 
various prices. Buyers cannot be persuaded 
to make a bid for October oil and receivers are 
not exhibiting any special desire to foree busi- 
ness for forward delivery. The most important 
transaction for some weeks between parties on 
this market and at New Orleans was a purchase 
since last report of 1,400 barrels prime summer 
yellow on priuate terms for immediate shipment 
to Trieste. The business for home consump- 
tion during the week aggregated 750 barrels at 
87@3i¢e for prime summer yellow, according 
to quantity, and 4ic for cooking grades. A 
very dull feeling bas prevailed since Friday. 
Inquiries are slow and buyers only come into 
the market to cover immediate necessities, 
The unsettled feeling as to opening prices for 
the season prevents business. The receipts of 
oil were 1543 bbis, 700 of which were for ex- 
port. The market at New Orleans 
is quoted by wire to-day at 35c, which 
is nominal; soap stock l}¢c, foots 1%@ 
2c, as to quality, and linters 6@64¢c. There 
is no change in the Memphis market,

Crude sperm oil finds buyers at a slight ad- 
vance over previous figures. Holders are in- 
clined to ask 76@77c, and some business has 
been done at that, Early in the week 75c was 
accepted from a manufacturer, but it is hardly 
probable that the transaction would be dupli- 
cated. Sales of 600 bbls at New Bedford are re- 
ported. Receipts for the week were 240 bbls. 
Stock of crude on hand is placed at 13,000 bbls. 
The refined market is steady. 

Crude whale oil has been taken to the amount 
of 500 barrels, and brought 40@ilc as hump- 
back. The refined market is lower, lc having 
been dropped on all grades. Prices are steady 
at the decline. The stock of crudeat New Bed- 
ford ig 9,466 barrels. There were no receipts 
during the week. The schooner Quickstep, 
Capt. Marston, arrived on Monday at Prince- 
town, Mass., with 110 barrels of sperm oil and 
185 barrels of whale oil. She reports a heavy 
storm on Aug 10. On Aug 30 she spoke the 
schooner Sarah E , Capt. Lewis, with 65 barrels 
of sperm oil, and on Sept 2 the brig Rosa D. 
Baker, Capt. Winslow, with 75 barrels of sperm 
oil. 

The whalebone market bas touched $2 per 
pound, at which price we have sales of 1,000 
pounds Arctic for home use. Previously, 5,000 
pounds were taken for export at $210. There 
were no arrivals during the week. The stock 
in the United States is 238,000 pounds, 14,000 
pounds of which are stored in New Bedford. 

Crude menhbaden fish oil is offering freely on 
a basis of 24c fur prime light oil delivered. The 
market is weak at this decline. The quality of 
the oil has improved, The lack of export de- 
mand has a depressing effect upon values. 
Considerable oil has been taken off the market 
within the past two weeks for consumption, 
principally on Eastern account. The move- 
ment aggregates 3,000 bblsat 24c and a shade 
under fer prime light oil. Not more than 500 
bbis of this amount were for New York. The 
foreign markets not having recovered from 
the commercial depression, little or no interest 
is centered in fish oilsand when there isa dis- 
position to buy it is only for small lots which 
could not influence the market. This embargo 
on foreign trade is seriously felt by owners of 
menhaden fish factories, as they realize that

With the Gordon and Leidecker wildcats out 
of the way, the situation in the petroleum fields 
is _— what is was after Thorn Creek fizzled 
out. 

Every wildcat is a menace to the trade. The 
Possibility that the drill may unexpectedly 
open anew pool is one of the probabilities 
which continually threatens disaster to higher 
prices, 

Thrice during the past two weeks has oil sold 
for less than one hundred cents a barrel. The 

Leidecker was the cause in two instances. 
This wildcat which struck an independent sand 
formation having no connection whatever 
with the white sand strata of Thorn Creek, 
was for days considered as a dangerous well. It 
is 80 no longer, 

The bears broke the market thrice but will 
not repeat the performance, at least not with 
the Leidecker, which has been finished and is 
80 small that it is comparatively worthless. 

The Gordon wildcat in Washington county 
opens up a pool of uncertain dimensions. The 
great depth traversed by the drill ere the oil 
bearing rock is tapped, and the heavy expense 
attached to the work will cause the opera- 
tor to go slow and the development of the fleld 
will proceed slowly. It will take muoh larger 
wells than the Gordon to start a real oil boom 
in Washington county. 

Throughout the length and breadth of the 
great Pennsylvania field there is nothing to se- 
riously attract the eye of the trade. It is true that 
some of the many ventures drilling may for a 
time appear threatening, but it is hardly prob- 
able that a new pool with any pretense to re- 
spectability will be opened this year. 

The shipments continue to exceed the runs 
by large majorities, while the charters for the 
past few days have been unusually large. 
Despite the increased operations, and the fact 
that tons of glycerine are being exploded in 
old wells in Bradford, Allegany and Warren, 
the daily production is not sustained. 

The pipe line statements for August show a 
decline since June in merchantable oil of about 

600,000 barrels. The summaries of the state- 
ments for Aug. 1884-85, which are appended, tell 
their own story:

The erratic nature of the market and the ten- 
dency exhibited by values to decline, has de- 
veloped an unusually strong short interest. 
The carryivg rates while not so oppressive as 
they have been in the past are still too high. A 
good deal of oil carried on small margins has 
been shaken out. 

To all intents and purposes the market is 
again in strong hands. If there is anything in 
statistics values will soon ascend toa higher 
plane. 

A broker who has a passion for figures and 
whose well filled scrap books contain a mine of 
oleaginous information, furnishes the follow- 
ing table showing the operations in the field 
during the eight months of the year that have 
melted into the past, together with compara- 
tive statementscovering the same period dur- 
ing the past ten years:

The production of the Pennsylvania and 
New York fields during August is closely esti- 
mated at 55,001 barrels, against 57,293 barrels in 
July. 

The August pipe line runs in the Macksburg 
field, which represent the production, were 
2,382 bbls as compared with 2,441 bbis in the 
previous month. 

Bradford, which is the backbone of the oil 
country,furnishes ove half of the oil produced. 
During last month its eleven hun- 
dred odd wells added 29,291 bbis to the daily 
output. Allegany, which is fast melting away, 
is credited with 7,102 bbls. Thorn Creek, once , 
the beunt of Jumbos, has falien off to 2,260 
bbis per diem. 

It this state of affairs continues during the 
fall and winter months the new year will see 
the daily production of the oil country re- 
duced to about 50,000 bbis; 

Yet the market remains weak, uncertain and 
_ unsteady. To-day, for no apparent reason, 
values again descended into the nineties. Bears, | 
who anticipate that Russian competition in 
England and on the Continent will seriously 


affect the refined market, predict ninety-five 
cent crude. 

At present Russian oil is reported as making 
a lively bid for English trade. 

With no new fields in sight oil ought not to 
sell below a dollar. It is cheap at that price. 

A well in the Kinzua district, which started 
off at the insignificant rate of 22 bbls an hour, 
was the bear which sent today’s market into 
the nineties. It opens no new territory. 

During twelve hours yesterday, the Gordon 
put 35 bbis into tank. The Leideeker was 
drilled deeper, but was not improved one jot. 

The story of the week is easily told, Three- 
fourths of a cent coveaed the range on Wed- 
nesday. The bulls tried to but failed to sustain 
values, the market closing weak and irresolute 
at $1 0034. There was no news from either the 
Gordon or Leidecker wrils. The range was 
$1 0174@1 005.

The West Virginia Oil Field. 


The Stilwell oil field, which has attracted so 
much attention recently as a new wildcat ven- 
ture, from latest authentic information, says a 
Parkersburg, W. Va., eorrespondent of the 
Pittsburg Commercial Gazette, will be apt to 
open up a rich paying district outside of the 
old theory of a defined oil break. The dec, 
test well reached the depth of 2,121 feet on Sa-- 
urday, at which time I am reliably informed, ¢ 
was eight feet in very rich oil rock, the rope 
rods and machinery covered with oil, with gs 
av ficiently strong to force the oil through over 
2,000 feet of water. The drillers claim th 4 
were the well pumped clear of water it wou . 
be a flowing well of at least 100 barrels per day. 

When it ig understood that eighteen inches 
of oil rock at Volcano, in the oil beli, makes a 
good well, andthe fact that this well is eight 
feet already in-the rock and not yet through, 
an experienced oil man would say that the pos 
sibilities are very great. The eight feet of 
honey-combed oil rock indicates a rapid or 
great well, shich may not last a great while, 
butifa more solid vein is reached as they gu 
down its staying qualitiea are guaranteed, in 
which case the field opened will be greater 
than the Macksburg, O., field. When the drill 
gets through the oil rock the well will be imme- 
diately shot, 
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Will Hereafier Pay to Carry Their 
Oil. 


The notification of the National Transit com- 
pany to certain residents of this city holders 
of tankage on the lines, that after the expira- 
tion ot three months the contract by which the 
lines held the tankage will be canceled, has 
excited much comment. In the first place the 
fact that the pipe line company does not need 
this tankage is an advertisement of the fact 
that the surplus stock of oil is decreasing and 
that there is no danger in consequrnce of a lack 
of storage capacity. It also cuts off a consid- 
erable advantage from speculators who are 
owners of tankage. Under the agreement with 
the lines the owners of the tankage are entitied 
to free storage in the lines,to the amount of 
the capacity of their tanks, the lines having the 
use of them when not full or of whatever part 
wasempty. The owners of this private tank- 
age, as it is called, also had the advantcge of 
the “general average”’ insurance system of the 
pipe linecompany. Such persons, it will there- 
fore be seen, could buy oil and carry it free of 
charge in their own tanks if they felt bullish. 
Many of them, also, were in the babit of filling 
their tanks with oil and selling short auainet it, 
thus being perfectly secure, while reaping the 
benefit of the storage rates. Some brokers, 
also, who owned tanks carried their customers 
oil in their tanks, charging the regular storage 
rate, The cutting off of these private tan k 








from the lines thus cuts off the source of in- 
come from these parties. Hereafter when they 
buy National Transit certificates they will have 
to pay tbat company its storage rate on their 
oil and when they buy oil for customers they 
will not be able to pocket the storage charges. 
Their tanks are made practically so much junk. 
Of course, they can store oilin them, but the 
risk will be so greatly increased that they will 
not care to. Asaresult more capital will be 
required to carry the oil, and it is possible a 
considerable quantity of oil may be thrown on 
the market in the next three months in conse- 
quence—Oil City Blizzard.

tion, the work will be promptly proceeded 
with.

Pitttburg Pipe Line Discriminations. 


The Butler Times recently contained an inter- 
view with an owner of royalty, charging the 
Pittsburg Pipe Lines with discriminating 
against the royalty owners and not paying 
them the same premium on oil that is paid by 
the company to wellowners. The Times editor- 
ially says it bas no feelings against either of the 
pipe line companies, but that it aims to give 
the news and to do all it can in the interests of 
the people. “The interview with Mr. Holdship,” 
it continues, “it will be noticed, says that the 
premium on Thorn Creek oil was paid on ac- 
count of the expense to w..ll owners in pump- 
ing oil. This is a direct change of base, as in a 
circular sent to the trade when their advance 
was made they claimed that lower country oil 
was better than upper country oil, and for that 
reason the advance was made. The interview 
with Mr. Henry Holdsbip is from the Pittsburg 
Commercial Gazette, and is as follows: 


“ The Pittsburg re Lines discriminate 
against nobody,” said Henry Holdship, one of 
the officers of the new corporation, yesterday 
afternoon, when he had finixhed reading a 
charge made to that effect by some oil man in 
Butler County. “Weare making a careful in- 
vestigation o the story to day in Butler County, 
and now feel reasonably sure that we know the 
souce from which it emanated and the animus 
back of it. Ic doubtiess came from the lips of 
a certain man who owns oil lands up there and 
woo is an agent of the National Transit Com- 
pees. Being employed by one of our rival lines 
is object is, of course, plain.” 


Later the reporter of the Times ran across the 
gentieman with whom he bad the interview. 
After be had read Mr. Holdship’s criticism he 
eald;

spoke of the matter, they did d'scriminate 
againat the rovaltv owners. against others #8 
well as myself. Mr. Holdehip eave: ‘After the 
new organizatien began orerationa they offered 
to all producera in the Butler region 5 cents per 
barrel more than the exchange quotations. 
This was not exactiv intended aa a bait ta draw 
customers ewav from the Standard, hut was 
more for legitimate remuneration to the pro- 
ducers for steam furnished in pumping. which 
they had to give the Standard for nothing. This 
was only for the producers. not the rovalty in- 
7 to which the above complainant be- 
oner,” 

“That is evidently a verv cood exnlanation 
of affairs inthe opinion of Mr. Holdahip. but 
doesn’t it seem a little queer that the advance 
of 5 centa per barrel war not intended as a bait 
to gain custom, but to liquidate producers for 
the expenses of pumping ofl into the line. It 
seema to me that thia statement is very absurd, 
and that the principle reason for the »dvance 
in prices of ol' run into their liner waa to gain 
custom, and no sensible pereon could aay that 
they had no right to do all they possibly could 
to gain patronage. and they certain'v bed a 
right to make an advance if they wished. The 
statement that the advance waa to pay pump- 
ing exnenses is extremely ridiculone, as they 
have theirown pump etations in the fleld, and 
in only one ortwoingstancea do producers pump 
their oil into thelines. And if they all pumped 
their «fl into the line the total exnenses to the 
producer would be fully envered bv one cent a 
barrel, an the statement that the five cents ad- 
vance was intended to pay the expences of 
pumping is, to eay the leaat. a trifle outside of 
the lines of truth and reason. Nearly all the 
producers in Thorn Creek use gas to pump 
with. and the expense connected with ft ie very 
amall. Further the paper reports the Hold- 
ship interview as follows: ‘After » while the 
Standard company stepped in and offered But- 
ler producers a premium of 124% cents ner bar- 
relovertbe exchange quotationa, Then the 
Pittsburg Pine Line extended ita 5-cent pre- 
mium toroyaltv interests as well as producers, 
Mr Holdship declared every man who applies 
with oil to sel’ to hia line will be given the pre- 
mium. and that it has been refused to no one.’ 

“This statement like the others ie untrue. 
Now. I am femiliar with the time cfthe ad- 
vance in prices made hy the Standerd. Their 
second advance wus made on the 27th of Ane, 
T went to the office of the Pittsbnrg lines on the 
3ist to sell my balanceand wae not paid the ad- 
vance,and the agen] informed me that his com- 
pany did not pray a premium to royalty owners, 
Since then, throngb that interview, I learn that 
they are including the rovalty owners inthe 
premiums being paid hy them. This is very 
zood so faras it goes, but let me ark, why do 
they now extend this kindness to the’ royalty 
interests when they did not doso before? The 
royalty interest has no more expense than it 
had before the Standard mide the second ad- 
vance, neither is the oil any hetter, and the 
royalty owner is still as much in their power as 
ever he was, and it must be that the publicity 
given to their unjust discrimination ia what has 
ma ethem include the roy«Ity owner, This 
advance to the rovalty interest though rather 
‘ate coming. will be appreciated, but atill the 
matter published in the Times in the interview 
with me was correct, reliable and true, at the 
time I reterred to,and the Pitts’ ure Pipe Lines 
were certainly guilty of discrimination.” 


Says the Derrick: ““Mr. Henry Holdsbip, of 
the Pittsburg Pipe Line, is out in an emphatic 
denial of the charge of discrimination recently 
eutered against that concern in Butler county 
This is not more than was to be expected by 
those at least who know Mr. Holdsbip inti- 
mately. His prompt recognition of the effects 
of the charge proves tbat he is not invulnera- 
ble to public opinion. He admita the 5 cent 
premium in certificate prices paid one c’ass of 
patrons, the well owning producers, does n \t 
apply tothe royalty owning members of the 
class, while all are producers in a like sense in 
the sume product. His reasons for the pay- 
ment of the premium, viz: to cover the cost of 
fuel consumed in handling oil from tke pro- 
ducer’s tanks to their own. will go with produ- 
cers for exactly what it is worth, no more.” 

According to a Butler Times interviewer, the 
Pittsburg Pipe Line does not treat owners of 
royalty interests with the same generous con- 
sideration paid the opulent owners of the 
working interests in oil wells. The former do 
not epjoy any of the special privileges in the 
way cf premium on market prices granted the 
latter class. Independence in politics, as 
everybody understands, as practiced by politi- 
cians, isa convenient form of demagoguery. 
Are we to understand that the same applys to 
pipe lines? Meantime, what is the ill-starred 
owner of royalties going to do about it? Under 
existing systems of transportation, he is prac- 
tically at the mercy of the well owner and 
through him the pipe lines. Roya/ty holders 
huve itin their power to demand a division of 
their oil in tank, and a judicious use of this 
power may bring the contumacious pipe lines 
to terms. 


Oil in Biluchistin. 


We are reliably informed in respect of the oil 
wells at Khattan, in Biluchistan, that ali that 
bas been done up to date is to start a single 
bore-bole in a plateau on the bank of a torrent. 
Oil was fouud in considerable quantity at «0 
feet, and in smaller quantities at 20 feet and 80 
feet below the surface of the plateau. The 
bore is now being continued, and it is hoped 
that better results may be obtained at greater 
depths. The Government of India bas under- 
taken these explorations for the purpose of ob- 
taining a supply of cheap fuel for the adjoining 
railway, and oil is being pumped up and is be- 
ing sent to Sibito carry out experiments with 
locomotives that bave been specially prepared 
for the purpose. Experts give no hopes of 
Kbattan turning out a second Baku, especially 
as the site where oil bas been found is unfortu- 
nately situated in the Mari country, among pre- 
datory tribes. Communication with Sibi is 
maintained by 60 miles of :oad over broken 
country, and from the result of the expiora- 
tions up to the present time no expectation can 
be entertained of the works yielding asupply 
of oil to the general public,or becoming a 
suitable field for the investment of private cap- 
ital.— Foreign Exchange.

The 
sales comprise 3 cs at $3 40 and 1 cs at $3 35 nett 
cash. For shipments of the new crop $3 25@ 
330is nominally quoted, but upon a prompt 
offer our inside figure can be shaded, as was 
inthe instance of 10 cs reported at a price 
equal to about $3 20. Powdered is offered for 
forwar ddelivery at $455, while for spot $4 60@ 
4 65 is still quoted. Mr. E. A. Maltass in his 
circular under date of Smyrna, Aug. 28, says: 

“The sales during the month consist of about 
350 baskets of opium of all denominations 
which, after making due allowance for Tchi- 
cantee rejections, would be equivalent -to 
about 300 cases destined chiefly for the Ameri- 
can and Batavian markets. 

During the early pees of the month prices 
were well sustained, but within the past fort- 
night a considerable decline in value bas taken 
place, averaging from 6@9d per Iball round, 
the last prices effected being as hereunder:

The late sudden fall has been partly brought 
about by holders who were anxious to realize, 
to raise funds which they are in pressing need 
of at this searon of the year, and partly owing 
tothe languid position of this drug in the 
chief consumirg markets. As mentionedin 
my previous report of the 30th ult, about 40 
cent of the entire crop has been damaged 

y the heavy rains which took place 4urirg 
the harvesting, but the opium collected in dry 
weather is ot superior quality and must sooner 
or later command a proportionately higher 
price. It is stated that the Salonica crop will 
not exceed 700 cases, two thirds of which are of 
inferior quality. New Maitatia has not yetap- 
peared in market; the outturn is calculated at 
only 200 cases, nevertheless our eutire crop in- 
cluding the above provinces, will give a total 
yieid of about 7400 baskets or cases, 

The arrivais ot new crop to date amount to 
2090, against 1065 at the same time last year. 
Existing stock, old and new, 1900.” 


Morphine has ruled very quiet, the low price 
of opium apparently having more or lees effect 
upon the demand for this article, as buyers of 
late have been very cautious in their 
purchases.

Quinine. 
There has only been a moderate demand ex- 
perienced during the week for quinine, as the 
out-of-town orders have fallen off to a large 
extent. It is reported that prime brands are 
freely offered in Chicago at 65c, and in St. Louis 
Zimmers’ is quoted at 66c to meet this compet- 
ition,all of which does not tend tustrengthen the 
belief that a higher range of vaiues will soon 
likely to prevail. Early in the week there were 
sales of 5,000 ozs. of prime German brands at 
64c and 2,000 ozs. in small orders of Braun- 
schweig at 65c, at whict further lots are ob- 
tainable. Gold and Silver during the week has 
been sold at 66c, but today the agent 
was quoting 67}¢c as lowest price. The 
agents of other prime brands are still limited to 
68c at which only a moderate demand is re- 
ported. There are sellers of prime makes for 
the balance of the year at 65c, but no transac- 
tions of importance are reported, as buyers 
evidentiy are waiting to hear the result of the 
sale of bark by the Dutch Government which 
is expected to take place this week. Domestic 
makes remain steady at previous quotations 
at which only a moderate jobbing trade is re- 
ported, with po trouble experienced by the 
various manufacturers in filling their orders, 
Cinchonidia has been offered very freely dur- 
ing the week at 12@12}¢c as to quantity, brand 
and date of delivery, with sales aggregating

He reports having giving the 
enormous amount of 12 grains in twenty-three 
hours in a case of delirium tremens. 


Dr. Vilandt’s method of preventing the 
spread of diphtheria is to pour twenty to forty 
drops of a mixture of equal parts of turpen- 
tineand carbolic acidinto a kettle of water, 
which is kept simmering over a slow fire so 
that the air of the sick room is constantly im- 
pregnated with the odor of these two substan- 
ces.

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The Quinine Problem. 

The price at which sulphate of quinine, the 
quinine of the druggist, is now selling is lower 
than it has ever betore been in the history of 
the trade, At the time the 20 per cent. duty 
was removed, in July, 1879, quinine of Ameri- 
can manufacture was being offered at $3.35 per 
ounce in bulk, or $3.40 in ounce vials, while 
the price of the foreign article, duty unpaid, 
was about 50c. per ounce less. As seon as the 
duty wasremoved the price of the foreign drug 
advanced to about the level of the American. 
Foreign manufacturers, finding the American 
market open to them, sent large quantities to 
this country during the six months immediate- 
ly following the date of the removal of the 
duty, which in the face of a light demand 
caused prices to fall, the American quinine 
near the close of 1879 being ‘$2.60 an ounce in 
vials. Shortly after January 1, 1880, there was 
an active demand both in the United States and 
abroad for quinine, and prices advanced to $3 
an ounce at the close of the month. Since that 
date the price of suipbate of quinine has fluctu- 
ated, the foreign and domestic article both be- 
ing offered to-day at about the same price, 80c. 
oer ounce. 

What bas been the cause of this great reduc- 
tion in the price of quinine since 1880? Has the 
removal of the duty alone had the effect of 
cheapening the drug so greatly during the past 
five years, or bave there been other causes that 
have contributed to this result? While the re- 
moval of the duty has been an important fac- 
tor in the cheapening process it has by no 
means been the only cause. The law of supply 
and demand, which largely regulates the prices 
of all com*nodities, has to a great extent led to 
the reduction of the price of this d:ug. Quinine 
is cheap to-day in England and on the conti- 
nent of Europe as well as in the United States, 
partly because the cinchona bark, from which 
it is obtained, is cheap, and the cinchona bark 
is cheap because it is in large supply. For 
many years South Americasupplied practically 
all the bark used by the quinine manufacturers 
of the world, but through the active exertions 
and costly experiments of the British and Dutch 
governments over twenty years ago the cin- 
chona plant was introduced from South Ameri- 
ca into the East Indies, Java, Ceylon, etc., so 
that large quantities of bark are now yearly 
obtained from the sources of supply, in addi 
tion to the amount furnished by South Amer- 
ica. 

Ceylon is now one of the main sources of sup- 
ply for bark, and it has only been during the 
past ten years that the shipments from this 
island reached any uppreciable amount, In 
186] the first seeds were received in Ceylon and 
in 1869 the export of bark was only 28 ounces, 
but in the season of 1882-83 the exports were 
6,925,595 pounds, andin the season of 1883-84 
they were 11,500,000 pounds. 

The American manufacturers do not seem to 
have been so seriously affected by the removal 
of the duty on quinine as to be compelled to 
close their works. While they are not produc- 
ing as much quinine as before the removal of 
the duty, it is certainly a noteworthy fact that 
they are running and obtaining a profit even 
with free quinine. The American manufactu- 
rers claim that the result of the removal of the 
duty has been to make the United States a bat- 
tle ground for foreign manufacturers; that the 
surplus product of these manufacturers has 
been sent to this country in large quantities, 
and thatthe freeing of quinine has stimulated 
and increased its production abroad. As all of 
the.e results have contributed to the cheapen- 
ing of the price of quinine, the American con- 
sumer is thereby 80 much benefited by the re- 
moval of the duty, even if the quinine manu- 
factories of this country, of which there are 
but five, three in Philadelphia and two in New 
York, are compelled to restrict their produc- 
tion. The greatest good to the greutest num- 
ber isthe proper view to take of the matter. 
Instead of our mannfacturers closing their 
works it would seem trom the imports during 
the past year of cinchona bark into the United 
States that they were increasing their output 
of quinine. In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1884, the imports of bark iato this country for 
the manufacture of quinine were 2,580,042 
pounds, valued at $717,614, while during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1885, theimports were 
8,513,391 pounds, valued at $914,502, an increase 
of nearly 1,(L0,000 pounds in one year. 

As the sulphate of quinine is upon the free 
list, and it is undoubtedly the intention of 
Congress to keep it free, refusing, as it did, 
when the tariff bill of 1883 was under consider- 
ation, to reimpose the duty, 1t is certainly not 
the intention of our legislators to close the 
American quinine manufactories by offering a 
premium to the foreign manufacturer by tax- 
ing the raw materials used by our own manu- 
facturers. If our producers can make as good 
and as cheap a brand of quinine as foreigners, 

and certainly no one can say that American 
quinine is inferior to that made abroad, they 
are justly entitled to free raw materials. As 
quinine is free of duty all the raw materials 
used in its manufacture should be exempt from 
taaation. Our manufacturers of quinine im- 
port the bark free, but pay a tax on the raw 
materials used in extracting the quinine, while 
their product competes in the home market 
with toreign quinine made with free barks, 
free solvents and cheap labur. The item of in- 
creased labor cost is a sufficient drawback to 
the American manufacturer without further 
discrimination in the way of taxed raw materi- 
als.— Bradstreet’s. 
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An Epidemic of Errors. 


Coincident with the terrible Hoboken disas- 
ter, resulting in the death of two young ladies, 
who were given morphine for quinine through 
an error of Mr. Charles G. Am Ende, an emi- 
nent pharmacist of that place, two suits for 
damages growing out of the carelessness of 
druggists are pending in the courts of Brook- 
lyn. Oneis brought by Mrs. Mary Johansen 
against William Kline, a druggist of Park and 
Vanderbilt avenues, and $2,000 is the amount 
of the damages sought. Her pbysician ordered 
the application of belladonna plasters to facili- 
tate the action of the mammary glands. She 
procured what she supposed were belladonna 
plasters of Mr. Kline, and applied them, but 
nstead of a gentle excitation she soon found 
that she had blistered herself. By mistake she 
had been given a plaster of canthbarides in- 
stead of a beliadonna plaster, and Mrs. Joban- 
sen was severely affected for some time. Mr. 
Kline supposed that the blister had accidentally 
slipped in with the belladonna plasters. In the 
other case, a horse belonging to Hamilton 
Tombs, a truckman, was killed by a dose of 
potash put up by John Cooney, a druggist of 
Adelphi street and Park avenue, and a suit to 
recover $500 damages has been begun. One of 
Tombe’s horses was taken sick and he sent his 
father to the drug store to get fifty cents worth 
of chlorate of potassium to give in water to 
the animal. The father forgot what was 
wanted except that it was potash, and ex- 
plained to the druggist what it was wanted for. 
The druggist put up caustic potash. which 
made lye of the water in which it was put and 
killed the horse to which it was administered. 

A Philadelphia special of Sept. 4 says: Milton 
Ogden, age sixteen, went to the drug store of 
8. E. Betts, at Thirty-sixth and Wallace streets 
last night, to buy a box of suppositories totake 
for acold. On reaching home the young man, 
following instructions, placed a quantity of 
the chemical in his nostril. He immediately 
felt a burning sensation and great pain, which 
increased so that a doctor was sent for. When 
he arrived Ogden was in convulsions and the 
physician discovered that the drag he had used 
was hyoscyamin, a deadly poison. Remedies 
were applied and with difficulty the lad’s life 
was saved, though he is still extremely sick. 
Mr. Betts said that he bought the drugs from 
the agents of the manufacturers and did not 
examine the contents of the boxes. He was 
positive that the mistake had been made at the 
agency in New York. 

But recently tartar emetic was dispensed for 
Rochelle salts, in a Philadelphia drug store, 
with serious consequences. 

A dreadful report comes from Cairo, IIl., 
where Mr. L. Riley was given 20 grains of mor- 
phine for the same amount of quinine, which 
he called for at Harrison Hill’s drug store of 
that place. Mr. Riley took three doses and was 
past help before medical aid could reach him, 

It is the duty of every druggist, however 
confident he may be that he or his clerks will 
never commit an error, to make mistakes of 
this kind impossible, by dispensing morphine 
only from original dram vials kept in a poison 
closet, or by some other equally safe provision.

Explosive Medicines. 


A list has been compiled of accidents which 
have recently occurred in connection with 
medicines containing explosive substances, 
aud a number of instructive cases ure included 
in it, A mixture of percbhloride of iron and 
glycerin, exploded in the pocket of a patient. 
A druggist who dried some calcium hypophs- 
phite in a vessel containing sand was killed by 
its explosion. A tooth powder, composed of 
potassium chlorate and cachou, has, it is stated, 
been known to explode in the mouth of a per- 
son using it. Some potassium chlorate lozen- 
ges carried in the pocket in contact with lucifer 
matches, produced en explosion of an unpleas- 
ant nature. Oxalate and citrate of calcium 
have expjoded, but only at a high temperature. 
Spontaneous explosion has occurred in the case 
of potassium permanganate pills. A well- 
known French chemist prepared vzone with 
some powders composed of equal parts of per- 
oxide of manganese, potassium permanganate 
and pulverized oxalic acid, but though he took 
all possible precautions, and corked the 
mixture in a bottie,an explosion ensued and 
the bottle was demolished. At Strasburg while 
some lycopodium powder was been changed 
trom one receptacle to another, the particles 
that escaped fiilled the surrounding atmosphere 
and came in contact with the gas which was 
burning. A slight explosion alarmed the as- 
sistant and he dropped the jar. The powder 
was scattered through the room and a very 
violent explosion occurred.—Brit, and Col.Drug. 
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Massachusetts Pharmacy Commis- 
sioners.

According to the Times, Dr. Bosworth claims 
to have tested cocaine in 40 cases of autumnal 
hay fever, nasal pulypus and catarrh, with 
marked success. The great advantages are, 
that in cases where the use of a knife or snare 
8 necessary, the anwsthetic effects of cocaine 
relieve pain and also cause a severe contrac- 
tion of the membranes, driving away blood 
and reflecting the smallest blotch, so thata 
surgeon may easily perceive and remove it. 
Scarcely any blood follows this sort of opera- 
tion when cocaine is used, whereas by the old 
plan of opreation profuse bleeding always 
follows, 

The doctors say cocaine is bound to bea 
blessing for that source of horrible annoyance 
so easy to obtain and so hard to get rid of—a 
coldin the head. Hereafter public speakers, 
singers and actors will not be permitted to 
plead “cold in the head” as an excuse for dis- 
appointing their audiences, nor will the man 
who uses final “‘b’’ for final ‘tm’ be tolerated. 
All will be given to understand that cocaine 
will [temporarily—Eb.] cure the worst cold in 
the head ever heard of. If a man exclaims that 


he has the toothache as only a man who has 
toothache can exclaim, somebody at his elbow 
will shout, **Kub cocaine on it.” Or if a child 
bas the earache cotton and laudanum will be 
forgotton as its mother asks for the cocaine 
jar. It is the contemplation of these little 
matters that makes the druggists happy. for 
they are assured beyond doubt of the absolute 
excelience of cocaine treatment in cases such as 


indicated. 
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National Retail Druggists’ Associa- 
tion. 

The third annual meeting of the National Re- 
tall Druggists’ Association was held in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Monday, September 7. Acting- 
president Lyband was absent and his address 
was read by chairman E, A. Sayre of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

Treasurer J. D. Wells reported that last year 
there wasa balance in the treasury of $1,244.22. 
During the year $1,994 was received from vari- 
ous sources and the expenses were $2,343.43, 
leaving a balance of $896.79. Exclusive of San 
Francisco only 130 members out of 529 had paid 
their dues. 

Chairman Sayre, for the Executive Com- 
mittee, stated that 552 members had been added 
to the association (luring the past year, making 
a total membership of 3,044. 

The Committee on the President’s Address 
recommended that in accordance with the sug- 
gestion of the retiring president, appropriate 
resolutions, recognizing the good work of the 
San Francisco branch of the N. R. D. A., be 
passed. They thought reorganization neces- 
sary and regarded the adoption of a modifica- 
tion of the plan of “National organization by 
State Delegations” [See Weekly Drug News, 
June 27, p. 234] worthy of careful consideration. 
An earnest effort should be made to relieve 
retail druggists of the revenue license as retail 
liquor dealers and the burden of the heavy tax 
on alcohol. The plan of mutual insurance out- 
lined by Mr. M. N. Kline [see O., P. & D. R., 
June 10, p. 8] was thought to merit attention.

Resulved, That such delegates shail be elected 
annually by each state association, who, when 
elected, shall receive instructions, recommend- 
ed by the committee on trade interests and sus- 
tained by the National association at each an- 
nual meeting; said delegates to submit a writ- 
ten report of such meeting to their respective 
states, which, when approved, shall be printed 
in the annual state proceedings. 

wed, That the nominating committee be 
composed of one member from ea:h association 
and five members trom the association at large 
to be appointed by the chair. 

Resolved, That we recommend that the ex- 
penses of such delegates be paid out of the 
state association’s treasury and that such dele- 

tes be added to the standing committees and 
nown as delegates to the National Retail 
Druggists’ association. 

Resvlved, That all delegates shall have all the 
rights und privileges of regulur members of the 
Nationai Retail Druggists’ Association. 

Resolved, That it sbail be the duty of the 
president, with the aid of the committee on or- 
ganization, to bring these resolutions to the no- 
tice of the different state pharmaceutical! asso- 
ciations, and to use due diligenve and efforts 
to induce them to co-operate with this associa- 
tion to complete its organization on the afore- 
mentioned plan,

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Resolved, That committee on organization, 
when appvuinted, be authorized in correspond 
ing with the several state and district associa- 
tions to invite suggestions and submit such 
questions as in their estimation will benefit 
this association, and that they present a report 
at the next meeting of the N. R. D. A. 

It was also resolved that the executive com- 
mittee prepare a memorial to Congress asking 
that the law imposing the $25 liquor tax be re- 
pealed. The association adjourned to meet at 


the time and place appointed by the A. P. A.

The American ;Pharmaceutical Association 
convened in thirty-third annual session at Pitte~ 
burg, Pa., on Tuesday, September 8, President 
John Ingalls, of Macon, Ga., in the chair, An 
address Of welcome was made by Mr.G. H.

Greetings of the association were ordered 
cabled to the British Pharmaceutical Confer- 
ence then in session at Aberdeen. In the even- 
ing a reception and banquet was tendered the 
association by the Iron City Microscopical So- 
ciety.

The salary of the treasurer was increased

Prof. C. L. Diehl’s usually excellent report 
on the progress of pharmacy showed that the 
last compared favorably with previous years. 

Greetings were received from the British As- 
sociation in session at Aberdeen 

Many very excellent papers were read, 

The exhibit was a fine one and received mer- 
ited attention, It was decided that hereafter it 
should be in charge of the N. R. D. A. 

The banquet at the Monongahela House was 
amuch enjoyed occasion, the festivities and 
speech making continuing into the small hours

It is said that a Japanese inventor has just 
made trom seaweed a paper transparent enough 
to be substituted for window glass. 

It is reported that the narcotic principle of 
hops has been isolated in the form of an al- 
kaloid, to which the name “:bopeine” has been 
given. 

Dr. G. M. Garland says he bas found fluid 
extract of manaca, in doses of 4 to 1 dram, re- 
peated every four hours, a remedy of value in 
sub-acute rheumatism. 

The second semi-annual meeting of the 
Northwest Kansas Pharmaceutical Association 
will be held at Dawns, Kan.,on Friday, Octo 
ber 2, beginning at 9 A. M. 

According to a medical exchange the hypo- 
dermic injection of a quarter of a grain of 
pilocarpine hydrochloride is said to be of great 
value in obstinate hiccough. 

Schabliovsky is said to have treated 26 cases 
of intermittant fever with tincture of iodine, 
with perfect success in each instance. In thre 
cases quinine and arsenic had failed rreviously.

A Geenock (Scot.) druggist is charged with 
having dispensed nux vomica as l'cOrice pow- 
der, a person having died from the effects of 
& powder Obtained at his store, with symptoms 
which indicated nux vomica poison. 


For splitting plaster bandagea or making 
fenestra in them, it is recommended to make a 
small groove with a knife and then to moisten 
the groove with liquor potasse. The plaster 
softens and can easily be cur.—E2. 


An English contemporary says jequirity, the 
seed of the Abrus precatorius, continues a puz- 
zle,and further researches are needed to de- 
termire whether a special microbe or a partic- 
ular principle is responsible for its properties. 


Prof. Kastenbine, according to the Medical 
Herald, analyzed a sample of “cocaine,” two- 
thirds of which proved to be boric acid. Evi- 
dentiy the manufacturer wauted to insure the 
Preservation of what little of the alkaloid there 
was. 


A South African Pharmaceutical Association 
has been formed with the object of protecting 
and promoting the rights and interests of chem- 
ists und druggists in the colony.

A Muscatine, Iowa, “druggist,” who was said 
have suld as medicine 152 burreis of beer, 80 gal- 
lons of whisky, 19 of gin,7 of alcohol and 3 of 
brands, turns out to be a liquor dealer who is 
neither a ductor nor druggist, but hulds a per- 
mit trom the Board ot Supervisors to sell liquors 
for medical and mechanical purposes. 


Sick headache is treated with success by Dr. 
W. G. Wylie, according to the N. ¥. Med. 
Jour., by administering, when the first pain is 
feit, a pill or capsule, containing one grain of 
inspisated ox-gall and one drop of oil winter- 
green. The dose is repeated every hour until 
relief is ob.:ained or until six have been taken. 


Strophanthin is the name given by Dr. Fraser 
to the active principle of the seeds of Strophan- 
thus hispidus. It is a crysiailine substance of 
intense activity allied in its physiological 
action to digitulin. It promises to be a valu- 
able heart remedy and diuretic. It has been 
used bypodermically in doses of 1-120th to 1-60th 
of a grain. 


A drug clerk is credited by a daily contem- 
porary with saying: “In the hot weather a 
number of people swear off smoking and chew- 
ing tobacco and buy licorice as a substitute, 
Why, I have known those who have used it to 
leave off tobacco to become chronic users of it, 
‘hey just changed one habit toanother. Asa 





rule, though, men chew the root for a week or 
so and then tire of it.” 


Collector Black, of the Internal Revenue 
office, whose private business is that of a drug- 
giet, claims that mistakes in prescriptions are 
as often due to physicians as to druggists, and 
cites q@ case where a prescription called for 
cyanide of potassium when the bromide of 
potassium was meant,and a fatal result was 
only averted by the druggist, who rectified the 
mistake of the doctor. 


At the last meeting of the board of trustees 
ofthe New York College of Pharmacy, after 
the transaction of regular business, the ques- 
tion of preventing errors in dispensing was dis- 
cussed, While the recent mistake at Hoboken 
was charged to inexcusable carelessness only, 
it was thought that every effort should be 
made to raise the standard of requirement for 
admission to the practice of pharmacy. 


At the Kolner dynamite factory at Eil, near 
Mulheim, the director noticed that the glycer- 
in and nitric acid were being submitted toa 
too high temperature, and that there was im- 
minent danger of an expiosion, He immedi- 
ately called all the workmen out of the fac- 
tory,snd four minutes after the place was 
cleared there was a violent explosion, which 
utterly destroyed the whole of the buildings. 


Dr. H. Hoffmann has found that in most cases 
dense sowing wil) increase the proportion of 
male plants produced, and that as a general 
law the deficiency of food supply when the 
plant isin an embryonal condition tends to 
cause the production of male individuals. The 
Pharm. Journ and Trans.suggests that this law 
might be turned to account in the cultivation 
of the nutmeg and some other medicinal 
plants, 


Lactate of quinine is regarded by M. Vigier 
as better suited than any other salt of quinine 
for bypodermic injection. He recommends the 
use of a neutral solution made by dissolving one 
«ram of the salt in four grams of warm water 
and filtering. An ointment consisting of one 
part of lactate of quinine to nine parts of lard 
has been used for inunction into the axillae. 
The salt is relatively rich in alkaloid and one 
of the most soluble in water. 


According to the Journal of Forestry, the 
roots of the Jerusalem or sunflower artichoke 
(Helianthus tuberosus) are now being used in 
Beigium as raw material for the produc.ion of 
alcohol, which they yield to the extent of 8 per 
cent. More than 3,500 acres of poor, almost 
waste land will this year be cropped with the 
plant near Antwerp. The residue after distil- 
lation is sufficiently nutritious to be used as 
cattle food.—Gard. Chron. 


The adjourned inquest in the case of Mr. 
CharlesG. Am Ende was held Thursday night 
at Hoboken. The jury decided that the death 
of the Holtz sisters resulted from the effects of 
morphine given instead of quinine through the 
criminal carelessness of Druggist Charles G. 
Am Ende, and recommended that the authori- 
ties devise means which will prevent such 
blundersin the future. The case will go be- 
fore the Grand jury this week. 


Dr. Jacob 8. Merrell, one of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of St. Louis, who had 
long been identified with the drug trade there, 
died suddenly at Denver, Col.,Sept. 10. He was 
born in Oneida Co., New York, Feb. 5, 15x7, 
and began bis business career in Cincinnati, O., 
as the proprietor of a small “drug mill.”’ Five 
years later he was making $30,000 worth of 
goods annually, working ten mills. His death 
will be widely mourned. 


Cocoanut oil, says an exchange, was discov- 
ered about twenty years ago by a poor barber 
from Massachusetts who went into New York 
city withouta penny. One of the first things 
he saw was a cocoanut on astreet stand. Says 
he to himself, “look at the hair it’s got. If it 
can make such hair as that grow through such 
a thick ebell, why won't it make hair grow on 
a bald head?” Then be went into the cocoanut 
oil business and got rich, 


The Britwh and Colonial Druggist says that 
adrop ortwoof a weak solution of phenol- 
phthaleine, added to about 2 or 26 grains of 
the sodium bicarbonate previously dissolved in 
distilled water, shows at once whether the sam- 
ple be fully bicarbonated or not, and by care- 
fully titrating with a standard acid solution, 
until the color first produced in the liquid just 
disappears, the amount of neutral carbonate 
present can be easily ascertained. 


Mr. George F, Elliott, counsel to the Brook- 
lyn Health Department has given it as his 
opinion that Commissioner Raymond has a 
right to regulate the sale of poisons; also that 
druggists who prescribe for customers should 
be prosecuted for practising medicine without 
due authority. In the case of pharmacists who 
are graduated physicians, he suggests that they 
register themselves as such in the Heaith De- 
partment books. 


A gray-baired English apothecary, in an in- 
terview with the reporter of a daily contempo- 
rary, said of his former old country employer: 
“He was @ most careful man, and to impress 
his clerks with vigilance and bimseif too, he al- 
ways bad a thich sheet of cardboard a foot or 
80 long, and nearly as wide, placed in a promi- 
nent position on the prescription counter with 
the simple words, ‘Look out for poisons!” 
puinted on both sides in plain fat black letters. 


Asan example of discrimination in freight 
rates made against St. Louis, a Trenton, Mo., 
druggist writes to a western contemporary 





that the time in transit of goods shipped from 
St. Louis to that place is eight to fifteen days, 
while from Chicago the same goods are trans- 
ported in four to six days. Trenton is 419 
miles from Chicago and 287 miles from St. 
Louis, A drug firm at Olney writes that goods 
shipped from St. Louis, 118 miles, take two days 
to arrive, and can be obtained from Chicago, 
233 miles in the same length of time. 

Dealers in flaxseed have been accustomed to 
recognize the seed coming from Riga, by the 
presence of a small sack-like seed, to one end 
of which was attached a tuft of hairs. This 
seed was known as “brosse.” Recently M. 
Renouard found that it belonged to the blue 
centaurea. The Repertoire de Pharmacie states 
that as an immediate effect of M. Renouard's 
announcement, some French flax dealers ure 
adulterating their seed with the centaurea 
seed, in order to have them graded as coming 
from Riga. 

A peptonate of iron which promises to be of 
use in hypodermic medication is prepared by 
M. Maurice Robin by adding to asrolution of 
peptone a certain quantity of official perchlo- 
ride of iron, followed by glycerin and ammo- 
nia water. The latter instantly formsa magma 
of the sesquioxide of iron, which, if a tew more 
drops of ammonia are added, is redissolved. 
The liquor thus obtained becomes clear and 
transparent, and is neutral to test papers. 
Liquor of the peptonate of iron made in tnis 
manner, mingles readily, it is said, with blood 
and all other alkaline fluids. 


Secretary Henry B. Baker of the Michigan 
State Board of Health, says on studying the 
combined reports of sickness in Michigan in 
July, 1885, compared with the average for July 
in the seven years 1878 to 1885, it is found that 
sickness from all the more important diseases 
was in July, 1885, much less than the average. 
From this and from other information received 
at this office, it seems very probable that much 
of this great decrease in sickness was due to 
the increased sanitary precautions on account 
of the expected visitation of cholera. The re- 
ports for August are also very favorable. 


A new electric plant is described in a recent 
German publication. It has been christened 
Pbytolacca electrica, and possesses strongly 
marked electro-magnetic properties. In break- 
ing atwig the hand receives a shock that re- 
sembles the sensation produced by an induc- 
tion coil. A small compass was affected by it at 
a distance of about twenty feet. Tne soil 
where it grew ccntained no magnetic metal 
hke iron, cobalt or nickel, and it is evident 
that the electrical property is poseessed by the 
plant iteelf. 

Now that the meetings of the A. P. A. and 
N. R. D. A. are over, New York druggists may 
very properiy direct their attention to perfect- 
ing the local organization. We understand 
that President W. M. Massey of the New York 
Drug Association, will soon bring the matter 
of thorough reorganization before metropoli- 
tan pharmacists. by means of circulars. It is 
proposed to arrange a system of mutual life 
insurance, to secure the services of a compe- 
tent analyst,who shali determine the quality of 
drugs purchased by members of the associa- 
tion, and to consider other schemes which may 
be proposed for the benefit of all concerned. 


A contemporary describes a test for cod liver 
oil as follows:—Pour about ten minims of the 
oil to be examined into a watch glass. Dip a 
pointed glass rod into concentrated sulphuric 
acid, and with the moistened point mark asif 
writing or drawing on the bottom of the glass, 
through the oil. Wherever the point goes it 
will be followed, if the oil is pure, by magnifi- 
cent streaks of a pure violet color. Thc react on 
is equally beautiful, if the oil is first cut with 
or dissolved in carbon sulphide, as prescribed 
in the German Pharmacopeeia. If the point of 
the rod is passed slightly over the surface of 
the oil, just touchiag it, the violet streamers 
may be watched descending little by little until 
they reach the bottom. 


A Boston special says: Dr. Abbott, of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health, in July, 
obtained from about fifty druggists in the 
neighborhood of Boston, on orders, about three 
ounces of deodorized tincture of opium, eight 
ounces of white wine. four ounces of syrup, 
14 ounces of precipitated sulphur. The orders 
required ali to be U.S. P. standard. The drugs 
were submitted to analysis and in the case of 
an Ocean spray druggist the opium was found 
to be just one-tenth of the proper strength. 
The white wine was not white wine at all, but 
alcohol. The syrup wasa filthy mixture con- 
sistiug of three-quarters sugar and the rest 
dirt. The druggist wilt be prosecuted. 


A correspondent of the Evening Post (Sept. 
10) says: “The public should see if something 
cannot be done to improve the present system 
of retailing drugs. A conference between the 
medical and apothecaries’ societies of this State 
would soon reguit in recommendations which 
the new Legislature might enforce by statute.” 
The writer adds: “Why should not women be 
educated with a view to the profession of hand- 
ling and dispensing drugs? Does it not involve 
atraining toward which many girls are pecu- 
liarly disposed? Does it not require accuracy 
of eye and hand, cleanliness, neatness and dex- 
terity? Would not women be able to pass as 
strict an examination as men?” But how about 
talking while putting up prescriptions? 

The bartender of an uptown liquor saloon, in 
answer to a query regarding a pill a geatieman 
had swallowed with a glass of brandy, said: 





“We sell lots of quinine. If we didn’t keep it 
our customers would go to the drug store for 
their liquor as well as their quinine. It would 
do no good to kick, so we set up the pills. 
Quinine to a certain extent acts on the system 
like Hquor. Men who drink much or go in for 
any excitement until the ordinary stimulants 
fail to operate on their nervous system, often 
take to quinine, opium or its compounds 
chloral, absinthe and soon. N», we don’t kee 
opium or chloral. We've begun on quinine. 
That’s enough for the present.”’ 


In making filtering paper by the o ld process, 
in order to give the paper any strength what- 
ever, the fibers had to be drawn out slowly, 
causing them to become flat and interlacing 
each go closely as to neutralize the purpose for 
which they are intended, that is, filtering. The

Druggist, a pharmacist 
named Mille, at Rheims. having put up and 
sold a mineral! water which he labeledin French 
and Spanish “Algesiras Water,’”’ the police 
seized his stock and had the liquid examined. 
Mille was arrested on the charge “that the 
labels on bis bottles were lies, inasmuch as the 
water did not come from Algesiras; that the 
printiug of the label in Spanish and French was 
asubterfuge to make the purchaser believe 
these lies; that the analysis printed on the la- 
bels was a tissue of lies.”’ For these reasons 
Mille was condemned to a fine of 550 francs, 
all of bisstock was confiscated, and the order 
of court was published at his expense in eeve- 
ral newspapers, and nailed on his front door 
for forty-eight hours, 

The time taken in the recent case of mor- 
phine poisoning to determine positively wheth- 
er or not the powders dispensed were actually 
morphine suggests the desirability of drug- 
gists and physicians baving ready prepared 
test solutions for distinguishing this alkaloid 
in suspected powd.rs which may be presented 
tothem. A gram of selenite of ammonium 
dissolved in 20 c.c. of pure sulphuricacid forms 
areagent which with a minute quantity of 
morphine or codeine is said to develop a beau- 
tiful green color, no other alkaloids giving the 
reaction. Though the acid alone might give 
color reactions if some other alkaloids were 
present, the test would doubtless be of service 
in contirming some of tbe old tests for mor- 
py as for instance the blue color produced 

y so ution of ferric chloride. 

The San Fiancisco News Letter says: ‘We have 
in the past demonstrated that, in consequence 
of the use of improperly protected copper 
fountains, most of the soda water sold in this 
city is unfit for human consumption, and is 
absolutely poisonous. Surely the Pbarma- 
ceutical Society could not be better engaged 
than in exerting itself to prevent the further 
use of these dangerous fountains by ‘the trade’ 
which it represents?” Our contemporary adds 
that the Pharmaceutical Society “bas it with- 
in its power to perform a great service for the 
public, as well as for the business of which it is 
a representative. A movement on its part 
against the tin-washed copper fountains, which 
create all the trouble, could scarcely fail in 
overcoming the difficulty. Such a movement 
could scarely avoid litting a reproach trom the 
orug Lusivess, and at the same time result in 
protecting the public health and life.” 

Brooklyn druggists accustomed to order 
goods irom New York by telephone may be 
iaterested in the following from an exchange: 
A gentleman of an ingenious cast of mind has 
devised a method by which telephoning can 
be carried on ina whisper. He takes a sheet of 
thick manilla brown papcr, folds and pastes it 
into the form of a cone or tunnel some 15 ins, 
in length, the small end heing just the size to 
fit into the transmitter oritice, without, of 
course, coming in contact with the diaphragm, 
the large end being about 6or 8 ins. in diam- 
eter. With this simple affair he can send mes- 
sages in a whisper, or in 80 low atone of voice 
that persons within 2 feet of him cannot hear 
what he is saying, while the party he is in com- 
munication with can hear every word as dis- 
tinctiy as if be spoke in a high in the 
ordinary way to the transmitter. 

A deceptive imitation of John Wyeth & Bro’s 
beef, iron and wine bas been detected by Mr. 
William Vincent, a pharmacist of No. 117 
Broadway, Brooklyn. He was recently ap- 
proached by a young man who offered to seil 
the medicine at $6a dozen,the regular trade 
price being $7. Mr. Vincent said if he could 
make it $5 {0 a dozen be would take all he had. 
The man sold him six dozen bottles and said he 
would soon have more. Close examination by 
Mr. Vincent showed bim that the wrappers and 
labels were not genuine, although a clever 
counterfeit. The name had beeu a!tered to 
“John Wyeth & Bros.” the genuine being “John 
Wyeth & Bro.” When Mr. Vincent denounced 
the swindle the young man tried to carry off 
the goods, but went away without them when 
Mr. Vincent mentioned the police. The next 


day another man tried to reclaim the goods. 
The manufacturers of the genuine articie are 


investigating the fraud. It is believed that 
some other druggists have been swindied ina 
similar way.

There is little or no change to note in the 
ehemical market during the past week. Bleach- 
ing powder, soda ash and caustic soda continue 
quiet but firm, and there is no accumulation of 
stocks to any extent, with prices steady and 
unchanged. There have been free arrivals of 
Newcastle goods, but no surplus stocks are be- 
ing pressed on the market. Oxalic acid is 
steady, while acetic is in request. Nitrate soda 
is higher under more favorable news fcom the 
coast. Brimstone and arsenic are both dull 
with pricesa shade easier. Chlorate of potash 
is steady at the advance, andthe same may be 
said of sugar of lead. The other light chemi- 
cals are meeting with the usual demand at 
steady prices. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, under 
date of Liverpool, September 3d, says: ‘*With 
less business passing, the chemical market has 
remained steady and at the close shows some 
signs of improvement. Saltcake firm. Soda 
ash and caustic soda quiet. Bleaching powder

Liverpool makes is in more request for ship- 
ment Over the year,although no large contracts 
are reported as buyers and sellers are still 
apart. Stocks continue light both on the spot 
and on way, but sufficient to meet current 
wants of consumers, which are light at the mo- 
ment. The sales comprise 50 tons on spot at 
140@1 45c. and 75 tons to arrive at 13g¢@1 40c as 
to brand and quantity. High test is dull under 
a light demand and is nominally quoted at 1 30 
@l1 324%c as to make, holder and quantity. Late 
mail advices report the Liverpool market as be- 
ing quiet with little inquiry; values, however, 
remain firm as makers are low in stock. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands is beginning to show rather 
more life. While there has boen no speculation 
in the market, the consumptive demand has 
been on the increase, as stocks in both dealers 
and consumers hands are very light, as neither 
have of late purchased beyond their 
current wants. With the resumption of 
many of the paper mills, and freer buying te 
replenish depleted stocks, the tone of the mar- 
ket has assumed a firmer bases. Values, how- 
ever, show no material change, the range being 
from | 30@1 35c, as to brand, quantity and date 
of shipment, with salesof 175 tons reported 
within the range. High test is dull undera 
light demand, and is nominally quoted at 1 30@ 
1324c, as to make, quantity and holder, for a 
round lot our inside figure can be shaded. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent has arrived 
quite freely during the past week,two steamers 
having arrived with an assorted cargo. The 
bulk of the ash was placed previous to arrival 
for consumption,hence very little will come on 
the market. There has been more inquiry 
from the glass trade during the past week who 
are beginning to look around for their fall 
stocks as it is expected at the meeting to-day 
the wages question will be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged and the fires will be lighted about Octo- 
ber Ist. Should this be so an early improve- 
ment in the market may be expected to follow. 
The sales comprise 200 tons for shipment dur- 
ing September and October at 132}¢c and 100 
tons in lots from dock at 132}4@1 35c as to 
brand and quantity. High test is again in 
better stock, the recent arrivals having eased 
up the market to some extent. There is, how- 
ever, no surplus stocks pressing on the mar- 
ket, with 1 30@1 32}¢c being the general asking 
price with sales of 175 tons reported within the 
range. For shipments over September, Octo- 
ber and November 1 30c is asked, but upon a 
prompt offer for a round lot could be shaded a 
trifle. 

Alkali 36 per cent is only wanted in a limited 
way. Stocks are ample to meet all demands, 
and in consequence prices are somewhat easier, 
The sales comprise 25 tons at 1 20@1 30c, as to 
make, quantity and holder. There has been the 
usual jobbing demand for B M 48 per cent, with 
sales of 125 tons reported at 134@1 40c, as to 
quantity. In bigh test B M there has been an 
improved demand, especially for contracts not 
only over the year, but extending into 1886, 
with sales of 3000 tons reported at about 1 3c, 
and 825 tons in lots at prices ranging from 1 35 
@l\5s¢, as to quantity. The other high test re- 
fined alkalies are receiving their share of atten- 
tion, with prices steady at 1 45@1 55c, as to make, 
quantity and holder. 

During the past ten days there have been 
free arrivals of bleaching powder, the largest 
being at Boston, 1200 cks having arrived by one 
steamer, the bulk of which however was 
placed for consumption. The tendency was to 
depress values to some extent and sales were 
made down to 1 6244@1 65c, in all about 250 cks. 
Here, the arrivals have been ample for all re- 
quirements, but prices have been better sus- 
tained except for a few parcels of Newcastle 
makes to outside holders, who have been free 
sellers at a shade under prevailing quotations, 
Late cables received today report the Liver-

Domestic makes are in 
request but as nearly all of them are well sold 
up very little stock is obtainable at the moment 
for which they are quoting 70@75c, with 674¢c 
freely bid and declined.

Acetic acid is meeting with an improved de- 
mand especially from the East, where mapy of 
the print mills have started up of late and are 
purchasing their fall stock. The sales com- 
prise 58,000 lbs at 14@l%c, as to make and 
quantity. 

Oxalic acid is quieter, though prices are well 
sustained, with very little being procurable 
below 7}4c, while for store parcels 734c is gene- 
rally quoted. Some of the cheap lots which 
have come to hand of late have been rejected 
onaccount of color, it not being up to the 
usual standard of whiteness. 

There has been a good consumptive demand 
for tartaric acid in progress during the week.

Ammonias, Potasnhes and Fertli- 
izing Chemicals. 

There has very little of interest transpired 
during the week as regards the fertilizing 
chemicals, with the exception of the breaking 
of the Phosphate Rock pool, of which mention 
was made in our last. Late advices from the 
South say: There have been shipments of 5,293 
tons phosphate rock during the past week, of 
which 1,950 went to London. The dissolution 
of the combination as to price and production 
will itis thought tend to force large sales at 
low prices in the near future. The fertilizer 
factories are running to their full capacity and 
it is reported that a large Northern 
manufacturer will soon erect large 
works here.

As the name indicates, this is a soap of Eng- 
lish origin. When or why it was so named I do 
not know, but it is certain that at one time it 
was the favorite soap of the better classes of 
society. 

This soap, as it was originally made by 
English soapmakers, certainly deserved the 
high estimation in which it was held by con- 
sumers, for then it had a different composi- 
tion than most soaps which are now sold as 
Windsor soap. While the English soaps were 
largely made by remelting tallow curd soaps, 
and therefore equal in quality to the German 
plotted soaps, the imitations are mostly cold 
process cocoanut oil soaps generally filled with 
water glass or other material. It is evident 
that there are exceptions. For instance, some 
of the Windsor soaps made by reputable man- 
ufacturers are really good soaps, even if they 
are not always equal to the English original. 

The color of the genuine Windsor soup may 
have been brown, such as is produced by 
caramel in combination with cinnabar. At the 
present time, Windsor soaps are made in all 
colors; white, yellow, red and sometimes mar- 
bled. The packing and pressing of the original 
English soap was also peculiar; 344 dozen rect- 
angular cakes, generally with the inscription 
“Emollient Old Brown Windsor” of “Genuine 
Old Brown Windsor,”’ were packed in a small 
wooden box. Numerous manufacturers still 
put up the soap inthisform. When the soaps 
are made by remelting and pressing and have 
the proper odor, they may properly be called 
Windsor soap. Such soaps are the best toilet 
soaps that can be made. 

An inferior but nevertheless satisfactory 
soap is obtained from tallow and cocoanut oil 
by the cold process, provided it is carefully and 
properly made. By using equal parts of tallow 
and cocoanut Oil, these soaps are: easily made 
without offering any difficulties in saponifica- 
tion. When necessary they will alsojbear a 


moderate amuunt of filling, although this is of 
no adventage to their appearance. In using 
taliow in combination with cocoanut oil, it is 
only necessary to reduce the quantity of lye 
which would be otherwise required, as the tal- 
low requires less lye for its saponification than 
cocoanut oil, The difference is small. If 100 
pounds of eocoanut oil require 50 pounds of lye 
of 40 deg. B,, the mixture containing one half 
tallow would require the same amount of lye 
of 39 deg. B. When using tallow, the tempera- 
ture employed should be slightly increased, as 
the tallow has a higher melting point than 
cocoanut oll, and is more difficultly saponified. 

In coloring the soap the presence of the tal- 
low must aiso be considered, for itis well 
known that tallow soaps require more coloring 
matter than soaps made from pure cocoanut 
oil. It is also true that cocoanut soaps which 
contain no filling, show much more brilliant 
colors than tallow soaps; however these have 
other defects which are not found in tallow 
soaps, making the latter better adapted for 
toilet purposes. A soap made from pure cocoa- 
nuf oil will never answer all requirements of a 
perfect toilet soap, for two reasons. The first 
is that a coz0anut oil soap will always show a 
certain ansticity which disappears altogether 
when tallow is used in connection with it. The 
second is that all cocoanut oil soaps show a 
greater or less tendency to become rancid, 
which is not the case in tallow soaps. A 
caustic soap and a rancid soap are both of 
little value. 

The perfumes used in Windsor soaps vary in 
composition, but the peculiarity of the Wind- 
sor soap perfume requires the presence of oil 
of cassia, oil of lavender and oil of caraway. 
Other vils which are used with these in varying 
proportions are vil of fennel, oil of thyme, oil 
of cloves and sometimes oil of rosemary and 
vil of petit grain. 

In the following I will give a number of for- 
mulae in which tallow is used in combination 
with cocoanut oil : 

WINDSOR SOAP (WHITE). 
Material : 

50 lbs tallow, 

50 lbs cocoanut oil, 

50 lbs lye of 39 deg. B. 

Perfume: 
225 gms oil of caraway, 
225 gms oil of lavender, 
80 gms oil of fennel, 
85 gms oil of thyme. 

In this case the oil of cassia is replaced by oil 
of fennel, because the former generally pro- 
duces a yellow color, on account of the heat to 
which it is subjected. 

WINDSOR SOAP (YELLOW). 
Materials: 

50 \bs tallow, 

50 lbs cocoanut oll. 

50 lbs lye of 39 deg. B.

120 gms potassium bichromate dissolved in 
boiling water. 
Perfume: 
220 gms oil of lavender, 
168 gms oil of caraway, 
60 gms oil of cassia, 
56 gms oil of thyme. 
WINDSOR SOAP (BROWN) WITH ODOR OF

Materials : 

50 lbs tallow. 

50 lbs cocoanut oil, 

50 lbs lye of 39 deg. B.

WINDSOR SOAP (BROWN). 
Materials : 
50 lbs taliow, 
60 lbs cocoanut oil. 
50 lbs lye of 39 deg. B. 
Color: 
100 gms cinabar, 
1 1b caramel. 
Perfume: 
280 gms oil of cassia, 
80 gms Oil of caraway, 
80 gms oil of cloves, 
60 gms oil of thyme, 
40 gms oil of petit grain, 
80 gms oil of lavender. 


The last two soaps are dark brown; by using 
the following formula a lighter, yellowish 


brown is obtained :

Materials : 
50 lbs tallow, 
50 lbs cocoanut oil, 
50 lbs lye of 39 deg. B. 
Color: 
50 gms leather brown. 
Perfume: 
224 gms oil of cassia, 
115 gms oil of caraway, 
60 gms oil of cloves, 
40 gms oil of lavender, 
50 gms oil of thyme. 
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The best way of introducing the colors is to 
dissolve them in boiling water and then add 
them to the fats before they are run into the 
lye. By proceeding in this way & uniform tint 
free from spots and streaks is always obtained.

The Zinc Industry. 


In the forthcoming report of Albert Williams, 
Jr., of the Geological Survey, entitled “The 
Mineral Resources of the United States,” C. 
Kirchhoff, Jr. contributes a chapter on the zine 
industry of the United States in the years 1883 
add 1884, and such data on the industry of for- 
eign countries as were available early in the 
eurrent year, when the report was written, 
From this chapter we cull the following data: 

The conditions affecting the zinc industry of 
the United States have pot undergone any 
marked changes during the years 1883 and 1884. 
The circumstances influencing the producers 
of the East andthe West are entirely unlike. 
In the West the new works built during 1881 
and 1882 in Kansas and Missouri have sharply 
competed for ore on the one hand, and have 
forced metal on the market on the other hand. 
The home producers have again obtained full 
control of the domestic market, the imports 
having dwindled down to insignificant figures. 
In spite of this, the supply bas been too large 
as compared with a considerable falling off in 
the consumption. Taking into consideration 
the fact that in 1883 the imports were still large 
and the market was forced to absorb old stocks 
of imported metal, it is likely that in spite of 
the increase in the output in 1884, small as it 
was, the supply of spelter in that year was 
really smaller by about 2,000 to 3,000tons. In 
the West strikes in the coal mines, flooding of 
zine ore mines, and other troubles, have con- 
tributed to embarass producers. On the whole 
the years 1883 and 1°84 have weighed heavily on 
the industry. 

In addition to the output of metallic zine 
there has been a considerable production of 
zine white (oxide), made directly from the ore. 

The following table gives the capacity of all 
the western zinc works and of some of those in 
the East. In many instances the number of 
retorts has been appended, but it should be “is- 
tinctly stated that, owing to the wide variations 
in their size and in their position in furnaces of 
different design, they do not furnish any basis 
for a computation of capacity. Some of the 
works have not been running for some time; 
others are and have been running only at one- 
half or three-quarter capacity at times:
